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PARIS DISMAYED 
AT OPPOSITION T0

Resumption at Brussels on Feb. 
8 of Experts’ Negotiations 
Called Off by Germans. 


BRIAND .TO STAND FIRM 


_ Suggestion That Allies Establish 
Customs Barrier in Occupied

BRITISH DISCARD PROTESTS 


Officials Won’t Consider Possibllity 
of Germany Refusing to Attend 
London Conference.

PARIS, Feb. 2.—The declaration of 
the German Government that it would 
mot accept the reparations plan of the 
Allies, the abandonment of the Brussels 
experts’ conference and reports from 
New York saying American opinion does 
not approve the 12 per cent. tax on 
German exports caused considerable 
dismay in Paris today. 

While, of course, the Allies have 
coercive powers under the treaty the 
reparations plan of Jan. 29 is not feasi- 
ble unless the Germans co-operate. The 
least the German attitude can mean is 
that the Allies will face the probable 
necessity of making concessions to ob- 
tain their assent, and concessions mean 
but one thing and that is reduction of 
the amount to be paid. 

The first step in the operation of the 
allied plan was the resumption at 
Brussels on Feb. 8 of the negotiations 
ef the experts to fix the methods of 
payments under the proposed plan. 
Herr Bergmann, head of the German 
experts, left Paris last night for Berlin 
and before going let it be known to the 
French officials that the German ex- 
perts would not go to Brussels on the 
8th. Therefore the meeting has been 
postponed indefinitely, which means 
that it is not going to take place. The 
German experts cannot see the way 
clear to discuss the application or a 
plan Berlin may not accept 


Coercion of Germany Urged. 


The semi-official Temps tonight rec- 
ommends that as a reply to the German 
attitude the Allies immediately, within 
the treaty rights, establish a customs 
barrier between occupied and unoccupied 
Germany and impose taxeg in the terri- 
tory they hold. This, the Temps thinks, 
might help bring Germany to see things 
differently. 

French statesmen are making their 
plans for the London meeting. It is 
understood that Premier Briand’s pro- 
posal will be that Germany accept the 
project of Jan. 29 or be served with a 
notice that she owes the Reparations 
Commission a total of 400,000,000,000 
marks gold, which is about 100,000,000,000 
more than under the latest allied plan. 
The Allies would claim the right to seize 
the German customs and railroads to 
obtain payment. M. Briand will oppose 
any alterations in the plan for the sake 
of obtaining German acquiescence. 

The Premier will go before the Cham- 
ber of Deputies tomorrow afternoon to 
report on the reparations conference, It 
fs considered practically certain that he 
will receive a vote of confidence, al- 
though some interest has been caused 
by a notice by André Tardieu that he 
will interpellate upon the reparations 
arrangement. M. Tardieu is understood 
to contend that in going outside the 
treaty limits the Allies have established 
a weak case through the circumstance 
that théy now have to get the Germans 
to agree to it before the plan has any 
value. 

And, as has been pointed out in these 
dispatches, that is the key, to the situa- 
tion. If the Allies cannot obtain Ger- 
man assent their whole plan falls to the 
ground and they must work out a new 
plan, either under the treaty rights they 
may enforce’ against Germany's will or 
some other plan which the Germans can 
be asked once more to accept. 

In the meantime it may be remarked 
that under the allied plan all France 
would get from Germany in the next 
five years would not repay what she 
has already advanced for reconstruction 
works and which, to the amount of 35,- 
000,000,000 francs paper is carried on 
the Finance Ministry books as a deficit 
against which there,are no taxes or 
other income. This constant outgo keeps 
the Treasury drained ‘and cannot be 
continued for another twelve months at 
the present rate. All of which means 
that even with the best outcome of the 
reparations negotiations France must 
borrow abroad or cease reconstruction 
work. 

American Attitude Criticised. 


The general comment upon the re 
ported American opposition to the ex- 
ports tax is that America should have 
accepted the invitation to take part in 
the conference and not wait to complain 
about the results. It is feared the 
American attitude. if correctly repre- 
sented in dispatches, may encourage 
Germany to extra resistance. 

Pertinax in The Echo de Paris warns 
against the effect which may be caused 
by the attitude of the new American 
Government, which might, he thinks, 
take the stand that e reparations 
agreement affects its liberty of action in 
forbidding Germany to contract loans in 
the United States. Pertinax recalls that 
{t was President Wilson who _ fixed 
thirty years as the time in which Ger- 
many’s debt was to be paid, on the 
ground that only the “hep generation 
should be held responsible, 

Pertinax then observes that America 
would be in a weak position to object

WHOLE PRESSBACKSSIMONS 


Some Newspapers Think He Did 
Not Make Reparation Speech 
Strong Enough.

BERLIN, Feb. 2.—Privy Councillor Dr. 

Hiekmann, President of the Federal 
Reparations Commission, figures out 
that Germany has already made repara-~ 
tions to the Entente amounting to at 
least 250,000,000,000 gold marks (approx- 
imately $62,500,000,000). Dr. Hiekmann, 
who is regarded as a high authority on 
financial law and financial matters gen- 
erally, supports this statement with the 
following detailed items: 

The harsh conditions of the armistice 
compelled Germany to leave in the 
enemy’s country huge quantities of war 
material, foodstuffs, goods, machines of 
all kinds, railway material and hun- 
dreds of thousands of horses and cattle, 
most of which property, according to 
prevailing internationa! law, could not 
be considered spoils belonging to the 
victor. Besides, the enemy compelled 
the return of any goods which the Ger- 
man authorities sold to private persons 
before or during the speedy evacuation. 
The enemy also confiscated all raw ma- 
terials and products of factories work- 
ing for the German Army. The value of 
all these goods has been carefully esti- 
mated at over 15,000,000,000 gold marks. 

Germany delivered to the enemy 5.000 
enemy guns, 2,500 machine guns, 3,000 
mine throwers, 1,700 flying machines, 
4,000 motor lorries, 5,000 locomotives, 
150,060 freight cars, many airships, near- 
ly the whole navy, nearly the whole mer- 
cantile marine and the Grand Fleet 
floating docks, dredges, tug boats, the 
German cables and the Russian gold ob- 
tained by the Brest-Litovsk peace treaty, 
the value of which items must be fig- 
ured, he said, at 40,000,000,000 gold 
marks. . F 

Territory Given Up. 


Without compensation of any kind for 
expenses of investment Germany was 
compelled to give up all her colonies, 
Alsace-Lorraine, the Sarre district, Eu- 
pen, Malmedy, Posen and West Prussia, 
besides enormous quantities of railway 
and building material stored in those 
countries, especially in Posen, West 
Prussia and Alsace-Lorraine, for which 
neither Poland nor France paid one 
penny, while Germany deducted 500,000, - 
000 francs from the French war imdem- 
nity in 1870. Moreover since 1870 the 
value of the much extended railway sys- 
tem in Alsace-Lorraine has increased 
enormously. 

France extorted from Germany the 
sole right of exploiting the water power 
of the Rhine River and the prepared 
plans for same, with the buildings and 
tunnels on the right shore of the Rhine. 
The enterprise, which will cost France 
very little, will furnish her hundreds of 
thousands of horse power, and is of 
more value even than the Sarre district 
mines. 

For two years Germany has been pay- 
ing a small army of Entente agents who 
search the country from end to end for 
goods, machines, vehicles and material 
of all kinds which during the war were 
conveyed from the enemy’s territory to 
Germany. The great value of these 
“restored '’ goods remains uncharged 
against the restitution account, although 
they naturally minimize the damage 
done, 

In addition to all this, Belgium and 
France demand a total of two billions 
for machinery, &¢c., as yet not given up, 
which sum is not taken into account in 
Paris. Dr. Hiekmann figures the value 
of all these items at the great sum men- 
tioned above, leaving out of considera- 
tion the cost of occupation. 


Press Endorses Simons’s Stand. 


The whole German press expresses sat- 
isfaction’ with the Foreign Minister's 
utterances in the Reichstag yesterday, 
although the organs of the Extreme 
Right and Left agree, as usual, that Dr. 
Simons should have added certain colors 
more suitable to thelr own complexions. 
Thus, the Deutsche Zeitung, ultra-reac- 
tionary, says: 

““We are satisfied because the worst 
has been avoided for the present, at 
least, namely, that the German Govern- 
ment did not declare its readiness for 
further negotiations on the basis of the 
maniacal scheme of Briand and Lloyd 
George. But Dr. Simons did not speak 
as we would have wished. He did not

Part of Loot From $466,000 
Brooklyn Hold-Up Traced to 
Memphis, Tenn. 


9 RETURNED TO NEW YORK 


Identified When C, F. Childs & 
Co. Offers $90,000 Worth to 
Federal Reserve forExchange. 


DETECTIVES GO TO MEMPHIS 


Bank There Said to Have Sold Them 
for Brokers Who Got Them 
From Jeweler. 


District Attorney Lewis of Brooklyn 
announced yesterday that $235,000 of the 
$466,000 in Liberty bonds stolen by three 
hold-up men last Nov. 30 from Austin 
Young and Irving Cohen, messengers for 
Kean, Taylor & Co., bankers at 5 Nas- 
sau Street, had been located through an 
offer to exchange $90,000 worth of the 
bonds with’ the Federal Reserve. Bank. 

Dispatches from Memphis late last 
night said that a Memphis banker had 
been detained by the police in connec- 
tion ‘with the disposal of $65,000 worth 
of the bonds. 

Mr. Lewis said the bonds were de- 
posited several months ago with the 
Union and Planters’ National Bank of 
Memphis, Tenn., as collateral for a 
loan. When the loan wes not taken up 
several weeks ago, the bonds were sold 
to the Chicago office of C. F. Childs & 
Co., brokers at 120 Broadway, this city. 

An employe of C.F.Childs & Co, called 
at the Federal Reserve Bank with nine 
$10,000 bonds and asked that they be 
exchanged for bonds of smaller denomi- 
nations. They were identified by bank 
officials as part of those stolen in the 
Brooklyn hold-up. Acting Inspector 
Coughlin was notified and sent detec- 
tives to investigate. He also notified 
District Attorney Lewis, who sent Mar- 
shall Schneider, Assistant District At- 
terney, to the brokers to question them. 
Later two detectives were sent to Mem- 
phis to question officials of the Union 
and Planters’ Bank in an effort to iden- 
tify the man who deposited the bonds. 


Methods Recall Arnstein Case. 


Officials of C. F. Childs & Co. told de- 
tectives that $145,000 worth of the bonds 
still were in their Chicago office, which 
had been ordered to hold the bonds 
pending investigation. Detectives said 
the stolen securities were disposed of in 
a@ manner similar to that alleged to have 
been used by ‘‘ Nicky’’ Arnstein and 
‘* Nick ’’ Cohen. 

Antonio Di Gregario, head messenger 
for Kean, Taylor & Co., was indicted 
soon after the hold-up on a charge of 
complicity in the crime. He was held in 
$50,000 bail after he was alleged to have 
confessed that on the day Young and 
Cohen left the office of his employers 
he telephoned to a criminal known as 
‘““The Chief,’’ in a barber’s shep in Hast 
Eleventh Street, this city, and that the 
criminal and two companions carried out 
the robbery after shooting Cohen and 
blackjacking Young. Di Gregario later 
repudiated this story. 

Up to the presentation of’ the $90,000 
worth of Liberty Bonds at the Federal 
Reserve Bank, the police were unable 
to obtain any trace of the stolen securi- 
ties. A general alarm, containing the 
number of each bond, was said to have 
been ‘sent to every bank and brokerage 
nouse in the country, and detectives 
were puzzled when they learned that 
$235,000 worth of securities had been 
accepted as collateral by the Memphis 
Bank. 

District Attorney Lewis said he had 
requested officials of C. F. Childs & 
Co. to appear in his office this after- 
noon at 2 o’clock to be questioned about 
the purchase of the bonds. He hoped 
the two detectives sent to Memphis 
might be able to identifv the three ban- 
dits through a description of the man 
who deposited the bonds. 


Conway Tells of Getting Bonds. 


Thomas A. Conway, Vice President 
and local representative of C. F. Childs 
& Co., said he understood that the 
Union and Planters’ National Bank re- 
ceived the stolen securities from a repu- 
table broker in Memphis. He said the 
broker was a customer of the bank, the 
largest in Memphis, and a member of 
the Federal Reserve Bank System. 

He had obtained no definite informa- 
tion as to how the bonds reached the 
broker, but he had an impression that 
they had passed through the hands of 
other brokers in the South before they 
reached the firm which delivered them 
to the bank. Nor could he say whether 
the bonds were delivered to the Union 
and Planters’ National Bank as collat- 
eral for a loan or sold to the bank out- 
right by the broker, who, possibly, took 
them in on a loan. 

The $235,000 worth of bonds were sold 
to the Chicago office of C. F. Childs & 
Co., of which the Union and Planters’ 
Bank is a qustomer, on a telephone or- 
der, Mr. Conway believed. 

The bonds were sold to Childs & Co. 
on Jan. 28 last, but they were not de- 
livered by express until two or three 
days later. Then the nine $10,000 bonds 
were sent to the office in this city. 

“As soon as we received word that 
the bonds were among those stolen from 
Kean, Taylor & Co.,” said Mr. Conway, 
‘“‘we got in touch With them and ob- 
tained all the information about them 


we could from our Chicago office. That 
information was immediately turned 
over to Kean, Taylor & Co. and to the 
officials of the Federal Reserve Bank 
here, as well as to Inspector Coughlin 
and District Attorney Lewis. 

“*The Chicago office of C. F. Childs & 
Co. immediately began inquiries of the

NOT TAKING OFFIC, 
SAYS GEN, DAWES 


Sets Aside Reports He Will Be 
in Cabinet While Assailing 
Critics of Army. 














PROUD OF JOB, HE SAYS 


Hits Out at Faultfinders in Vig- 
orous Language in Answering 
Congressmen’s Questions. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Called before 
a Congressional sub-committee investi- 
gating war expenditures today, Brig. 
Gen. Charles G. Dawes of Chicago said 
three times that he was ‘hot going into 
politics, thereby squelching the idea that 
he would become Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in the Harding Cabinet. In one of 
these statements he said he did not wish 
to enter the Cabinet. 

When he appeared to testify he said 
to a hewspaper photographer who 
stopped him outside the House Office 
Building: ; 

‘You don’t need my picture. I’m not 
a candidate for any ,office; I do not in- 
tend to become a public officer and I’m 
not going into politics.” 

This afternoon, while he was testify- 
ing before the sub-committee, he de- 
plored what he said was a tendency to 
withhold credit from the British for 
their work in the war. He said the at- 
tempts of certain Irish-Americans to 
check this praise made him “ sick.’’ 

“I’m an American,’’ hg said, ‘‘ and 


I’m not ashamed to praise the British. 


It seems to have become unfashionable 
to say anything favorable about them. 
But I say it. I’m not in politics, and 
I’m not going into politics, thank God!’’ 

In the course of a five-hour examina- 
tion, Mr. Dawes, who was Chief of Sup- 
ply Procurement for the army in France, 
struck with sledge hammer blows at 
critics who had tried, he said, to detract 
from the glory of the great achievement 
by picking flaws and parading trivial 
faults 3,000 miles away. At times the 
air was thick with a streak of oaths 
for which the witness frankly confessed 
he had neither apology nor excuse. 

‘Mr. Dawes was called by Democratic 
members of the committee to rebut tes- 
timony relating to waste and extrava- 
gance and particularly with reference 
to liquidation of American accounts in 
France and sale of surplus stocks to the 
French Government. Answering charges 
that food and clothing supplies might 
have brought more than the $400,000,000 
paid by France, Mr. Dawes turned 
sharply upon one of his questioners, 
Representative Bland, Republican, In- 
diana, and shouted: 

Says England Lost by Delay in Sales. 

“It is just that sort of fool argument 
that forced Great Britain to hold onto 
its stocks and attempt to drive a hard 
bargain. The stuff is there today, rot- 
ting. You cannot discuss an ex parte 
question 3,000 miles away. There is no 
use to try and throw mud when you 
were not there to know conditions. Eng- 
land lost billions of dollars by listening 
to that sort of talk, listehing to a lot of 
people who were afraid of muckrakers 
at home. They are raising the devil in 
England now because England did not 
sell its supplies when we sold.’’ 

Mr. Dawes said as a matter of fact 
he thought France was charged too 
much. 

‘‘ Here you come now and charge,’’ he 
said, ‘‘that we should not have sold 
The War Department ordered 
the sale. The sugar went in a lump 
lot with the junk. Everything was 
second hand. We got $400,000,000 for it. 
We Nquidated every account, and we did 
it because a lot of big men quit their 
own jobs and went over there to help. 
We cleaned the slate and Congress today 
atill has pending claims that date back 
to the Revoluticnary War. It was a 
big job and we are proud of it. In 
finding fauit and hunting responsibility 
you don’t have far to go. Pershing was 
the Commander-in-Chief and his shoul- 
ders are big enough, thank God, to 
bear it.”’ ; 

Mr. Bland questioned Mr. Dawes about 
excessive prices paid for equipment and 
material. 

““ Sure we paid,’”’ he said. ‘‘ We didn’t 
dicker. Why, man alive, we had to win 
the war. It was a man's job. We would 
have paid horse prices for sheep, if the 
sheep could have pulled artillery to the 
front. The man like Johnson there,’ 
he said turning to the Chairman of the 


committee, ‘was standing at the front 
to be shot at. We had to get him food 
and ammunition. Oh, it’s all right now 
to say we bought too much vinegar and 
too many cold chisels, but we saved 
the civilization of the world.”

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MOVE TO REPEAL 
FRANCHISE TAX LAW 


Leaders Say Miller’s Partner- 
ship Plan Would Exempt 
- City’s Traction Lines. 














PROPOSES STATEWIDE LAW 


City Club’s ‘Alternative’ to Gov- 
ernor’s Bill Permits All Munici- 
palities to Acquire Utilities.

ALBANY, Feb. 2.—One feature of 
Governor Miller’s plan for the redemp- 
tion of the transit lines in New York 
City which has been wholly overlooked 
in the discussion that has occurred s0 
far, was brought to public attention to- 
day ‘when a concurrent resolution was 
introduced in the Assembly to extend 
for another year the life of the Legisla- 
tive Committee which has given two 
years’ study to problems of taxation, to 
afford it time for a minute investigation 
of the special franchise tax law in its 
relation to public utilities operations 
throughout the State. 

The question of whether this statute, 
enacted when Theodert™foosevelt was 
Governor, over the opposition of corpo- 
rations in the State, should be repealed 
is under serious consideration. Governor 
Miller has been discussing the question 
with experts on taxation problems. ‘The 
collection of this tax has become so 
burdensome to State officials charged 
with that duty, and has resulted in so 
much litigation costly to the State as 
well as to the corporations involved, 
that the legislative leaders have decided 
the time ripe for the substitution of 
some other method of taxing corpora- 
tions operating under special franchises, 
which will yield more readily its share 
to the State’s revenues. 

It is asserted that repeal of the Spe- 
cial Franchise Tax law would involve a 
saving of approximately $15,000,000 a 
year to public utilities corporations, in- 
cluding about $10,000,000 to the corpora- 
tions operating in New York City. Final 
action in the matter of repealing the 
law probably would have to be deferred 
to next year’s session of the Legislature, 
but the New York situation need not 
wait on legislative action. 

Should the plan proposed by Governor 
Miller for ‘‘a unified municipally 
owned ’’ transit system in New York 
City be carried into effect, every trac- 
tion line in the city would automatically 
become immune from taxation under the 
Special Franchise Tax act. 


Subways Already Exempt. 


The subways, which would form the 
backbone of the proposed unified munici- 
pally owned system, already enjoy such 
exemption, because of the city’s partner- 
ship in those lines. Should this partner- 
ship be extended to the surface lines 
and the elevated roads, as Governor 
Miller has proposed, they, too, would be 
beneficiaries under the statutory exemp- 
tion. 

It is pointed out that neither the city 
nor the State would suffer greatly from 
the exemption, because for many years 
the local authorities have not been able 
to collect the special franchise tax levied 
against the financially strained surface 
lines that enter into the Interborough 
system. In the meantime the amount 
of the tax, together with the heavy fees 
to counsel employed to fight or stave off 
its collection, have been charged against 
the earnings of the road, thus lengthen- 
ing the odds against the ability of the 
city to obtain the share it should re- 
ceive out of subway earnings under the 
contract clauses dealing with preferen- 
tial payments. ' 

Elimination of the special franchise 
tax is expected to cut some figure, too, 
when the new commission proposed in 
Governor Miller’s plan gets down to the 
business of computing the necessity for 
an increased fare. While the bulk of 
the special franchise tax levies in New 
York City are against the lighting cor- 
porations, it was estimated this evening 
by an official of the State Tax Com- 
mission that, in round numbers, §2,- 
000,000 was levied last year against the 
financially crippled surface roads in 
New York City, most of which are in 
the hands of a receiver. This is on an 
$80.000,000 assessment basis.

THIEF POSES AS BEGGAR 


Mink Coat Worth $4,000 
Stripped From Mrs. Frank 
Talbott in Taxi. 


DRIVEN OUT OF HER WAY 


Two Men Open Door, One Hits Her 
in Face — Both Escape 
With Fur. 


Two daring hold-ups of lone women 
in automobiles in crowded centres 
showed yesterday that the era of crimes 
of violence is not ended and that ex- 
traordinary police measures of the last 
few weeks have not served to make the 
most populous streets safe for unpro- 
tected citizens. ¢ 

Mrs. Arthur C. Doane, of 471 Park 
Avenue, wife of an electrical engineer, 
was the victim of one marauder, who 
deliberately opened the door of her elec- 
tric coupe while she was halted in a 
traffic jam at 4:30 in the afternoon at 
Madison Avenue and _ “Forty-second 
Street, pretended to be soliciting alms, 
snatched her purse and ran. He was 
caught after a chase and locked in the 
East Thirty-fifth Street station on a 
charge of robbery. The purse was re- 
covered. 

The less fortunate sufferer was Mrs. 
Frank Talbott, wife of a theatrical pro- 
ducer, who entered a taxicab'at Broad- 
way and Forty-eighth Street about 9 
o’clock last night to go to her apart- 
ment at the Hotel Pennsylvania, but in- 
stead was driven to Thirty-fourth Street 
and Ninth Avenue, where the chauf- 
feur halted long enough to enable two 
men to snatch open the door of the cab, 
strip a $4,000 Russian sable coat from 
his passenger’s shoulders and. escape 
after one of them had struck her in the 
face. 

Thief Asked Alms First. 

“Mrs. Doane was not in the least 
alarmed when a good-looking youth of 
some eighteen years opened the door of 
her coupe while she sat awaiting a traf- 
fic policeman’s signal to advance. In a 
quiet, well-modulated: voice the youth 
said he was ‘‘ up against it’’ and asked 
for assistance. Mrs. Doane, not having 
time to stop long enough to inquire 
into the merits of his plea where she 
stood in the middle of a stream of traf- 
fic, gently waved him away. The boy 
had climbed onto the running board. A 
look of seeming disappointment crossed 
his face, and Mrs. Doane glanced away, 
looking for the traffic signal. She be- 
lieved he was about to drop off the 
running board. Instead he boldly thrust 
himself inside, took advantage of her 
instant of abstraction, and seized the 
purse which lay beside her on the seat. 

There was only $27 in the purse, but 


and half angered at the thought of being 
outwitted by the mild-mannered youth, 
jumped from the car and cried to the 
traffic policeman that she’ had been 
robbed. Deserting his post, the traffic 
man, hitting his fastest stride in the 
middle of the street, started after the 
boy who was running south. 

Patrolman Ryan of the East Thirty- 
fifth Street station, attracted by the 
blowing of police whistles and the cries 
of ‘“ Stop thief!’’ set up by a bevy of 
volunteer pursuers who took up the 
chase, rounded the Fortieth Street cor- 
ner into Madison Avenue just as the 
spent boy reached there. Ryan caught 
him, The purse with its contents in- 
tact was picked up in the gutter at 
Forty-first Street. 

Mrs. Doane accompanied the police- 
man and his captive to the station 
where a charge of robbery was pre- 
ferred against him. She and_ the 
members of her family are to sail for 
Panama on Saturday and in the mean- 
time she has been told to appear at the 
Yorkville Court this morning, when the 
boy, who said he was Joseph Holland 
of 413 Adler Street, Scranton, Pa.,‘ will 
be arraigned. 

Victim Sorry for Boy Robber. 


Mrs. Doane said last night she was 
loath to prosecute, as she believed the 
daringness of the attempt could only be 
accountet! for because the young fellow 
really was in straits. Holland said he 
was out of work and needed the money. 

Even the police were surprised at the 
boldness of a youth who would attempt 
a hold-up of that sort at a busy corner 
in broad daylight, but they were even 
more startled at the experience which 
befell Mrs. Talbott, the crime of which 
she was the victim being regarded as 
one of the most disquieting that yet has 
been committed on the streets of New 
York. 

As nearly as Mrs. Talbott could -re- 
member—and she was dazed, confused 
and bordering on hysteria after her ad- 
venture—she took the cab at Forty- 
eighth Street and told the driver to 
hurry to the Pennsylvania Hotel be- 
cause her husband, a vaudeville pro- 
ducer with offices in the Knickerbocker 
Theatre Building, was awaiting her 
there. 

Preoceupied as she was driven down 
Broadway, she did not notice the taxi 
had.swerved off its proper route.antil it 
jolted to a sudden halt in a cross street 


which she believed was Forty-fourth, 
near Sixth Avenue. The police, how- 
ever, said the attack occurred at Thirty- 
fourth Street and Ninth Avenue. She 
leaned to look out the window, not real- 
izing exactly where. she was, when 
two men appeared suddenly, whisked 
oper: the door and grabbed at her. She

WHITMAN ACCUSES 
WHILE AUTO SQUAD 


Every Member Is Guilty of Tak- 
ing Illegal Rewards for “Find- 
ing” Stolen Cars, He Says. 


FIRE TRUCK DRIVER INDICTED 


Armstrong’s Testimony Said to 
Be the “ Crack” That Gives 
View of Widespread Graft. 


Developments tn the Whitman inves- 
tigation yesterday indicated a wide- 
spread traffic among policemen of the 
Automobile Squad in stolen automobiles, 
according to ex-Governor Charlies 8. 
Whitman. The testimony of Jehn 8. 
Armstrong, who was on the stand on 
Tuesday and yesterday and will con- 
tinue his disclosures before the Grand 
Jury, will probably be followed by a 
long list of indictments. Mr. Whitman 
said yesterday that every member of 
the Automobile Squad had been guilty 
of taking graft in the guise of rewards. 
Members of the department of higher 
rank than any in the Squad are said to 
be in danger of indictment. 

Mr. Whitman said - yesterday that 
Armstrong had supplied the “ crack”’ 
which was necessary to disclose in de- 
tail the methods of grafters In the de 
partment in recovering stolen cars, 
either for their own use, for resale, or 
for obtaining rewards. . 

Up to the time that the Tombs over- 
came the stubborness of Armstrong, Mr. 
Whitman was forced to grope in hié 
investigation of the Automobile Squad 


with such help as was supplied by sus-, 


picious appearances, the vast number of 
cars stolen and the dearth of arrests, 
and the reluctant testimony of Insurance 
adjusters as to the payment of rewards 
for recovered cars. Since hearing from 
Armstrong, the investigator has been 
able to ‘‘ bore from within.”’ 
Armstrong Has More to Teil 

While Armsirong has told the Grand 
Jury a great deal, according to Mr. 
Whitman, he stili has much to tell. 
His story was interrupted yester- 
day because the records of arrests 
in automobile cases were needed as a 
basis for further questions. These rec- 
ords had been sought at Police Head- 
quarters several days before and prom- 
ised by Chief Inspector Lahey, but had 
not been furnished. They were obtained 
yesterday by a subpoena duces tecum, 
which was. served in the Chief In- 
spector. ; 

It became known yesterday that while 
Armstrong was before the Grand Jury a 
inember of the Fire Department had 
peen indicted by the January Grand 
Jury on the charge of receiving stolen 
automobiles. 

The iqdicted man is Stephen Lucas, 
the driver of @ truck in the Fire De- 
partment. He was, arrested on Dec. 16, 
1920, by Policeman George J. Andrews 
of the Automobile Squad, who saw the 
stolen car on the atreet. He looked 
under the hood, noticed that the num- 
ber had been changed, and made the 
arrest. The car had been stolen: from 
Myron Steuner of 1,815 Seventh Avenue. 
After his arrest, Lucas was charged 
with receiving two. other stolen’ cars. 
One of these had been sold by Lucas, it 
was alleged, to a man named John Car- 
son, and another had been purchased by 
Emil Kiger from Carson and Lucas. 

Lucas was taken before the Grand 
Jury yesterday merely for the purpose 
of confronting him with Armstrong. 
Lucas did not testify, but was identified 
by Armstrong, who told of his relations 
with Lucas. Aégaistant District Attorney 

I. A. Hastings, who presented the evi- 
dence to the earlier Grand Jury which 
indicted Lucas, said yesterday that he 
had discovered no evidence of collasion 
between any policemen of the Automo- 
pile Squad and any automobile thieves 
or receivers of stolen automobiles. | 

“The arrest was made by a member 
of the squad and much of, the evidence 
furnished by them. Andrews, who made 
the’ arrest, is a fine, energetic officer.” 
No member of the Fire Department, ex- 
cept Lucas, has been implicated in the 
investigation, it was said yesterday. 

One thing Governor Whitman has 
been trying to trace is the career of 
an automobile stolen from Nathan 
Schwartz, in confection with which Ser- 
geant Hussey of the Automobile Squad 
was indicted.

‘Section 37 authorizes’ the storage in 
United States bonded warehouses of liq- 
uor manufactured prior to the taking 
effect of this act and the transportation 
of same to such bonded warehouses, or 
to wholesale druggists. By this section 
Congress apparently sought -to provide 
an outlet for the floor stocks which 
wholesale lMquor dealers had on hand 
when the act went into effect ; this would 
have been unnecessary had Congress in- 
tended. that wholesale liquor dealers 
should continue to sell for any purpose; 
and a like inference ts deducible from 
the fact that no provision is made in the 
section for the transfer of these liquors 
except to bonded warehouses and whole- 
sale druggists. Permits are issuable for 
such transportation of such liquor, and 
by inference any other transportation is 
unauthorized and therefore illegal. 

““ Wholesale liquor dealers, who before 
the act went into effect stored their, liq- 
uors in bonded warehouses are perm§:ted 
by virtue of Section 3 to dispose of their 
warehouse receipts for same to manu- 
facturers and wholesale druggists; but 
the right to withdraw. said HMauors from 
bonded .warehouses is granted to .manu- 
“acturers and wholesale druggists only.

Hoboken Woman Charged With

* Who Shot Druggist. 


COUPLE ARRAIGNED TWICE 


First Complaint Fails to Show 
Woman as an Accessory, So 
New One Is .Drawn. 


Mrs. Rose Schmertz of 70 Adams 
Street,“Hoboken, and Robert Brown, an 
escaped convict, were held without bail 


for examination Friday for complicity | 


in the murder of Dr. Israel Turk, & 
druggist, last Saturday in his apartment 
at 271 East Broadway. 

Brown was declared to have con- 
fessed that he killed the druggist when 


committing a burglary plarned by Mrs. 
Schmertz a week before. Mrs. Schmertz 
was summoned from her home to Police 
Headquarters Tuesday night, and after 
Brown was alleged to have repeated that 
part of his story involving her she was 
locked up. 

Yesterday when the pair were ar- 
raigned, Magistrate Frothingham rc- 
fused to hold the woman on the murder 
charge on the ground that the complaint 
did not show she was an accessory to 
the shooting. Brown was remanded till 
the afternoon to give the prosecutor time 
to draw up a new complaint, and Mrs. 
Schmertz was held on suspicion of being 
connected with the burglary. 


Substantiates Brown’s Confession. 


The woman then was questioned by 
Assistant District Attorney Goodman, 
end when again arraigned beth she and 
Brown were held on a murder chargs. 
it Was alleged in trie second coniplaint 
that the woman substantiated Brown's 
confession that she told the escaped 
convict Mrs. Turk always carried a con- 
siderable amount of jewelry and ar- 
ranged with Brown to decoy the wife of 
the druggist to a room in West Forty- 
sixth Street to be robbed. 

The complaint also charged that Mrs. 
Schmertz admitted that when Mrs. Turk 
refused to call at the West Forty-sixth 
Street house she arranged with Brown 
to rob the druggist. describing to him 
the interior of the Turk apartment. Mrs. 
Schmertz, it developed, had been em- 
ployed as a dressmaker by Mrs. Turk, 
who owed her $12.50. 

It was revealed that Solomon 
Schmertz, husband of the accused wo- 
man, became acquainted with Mrs. Turk 
through the latter’s employment of his 
wife, and, it was alleged, soon after 
went to Coney Island with Mrs. Turk. 

In her statement to Assistant District 
Attorney Goodmtn Mrs. Schmertz is 
said to have admitted discussing the 
robbery plan, but denied she told Brown 
a elther the druggist or his 
wife. 


Convict's Wife Held as Witness. 


Assistant District Attorney Hennis 
said Mrs. Anna Ross Brown, wife of 
the confessed slayer, had made a state- 
ment regarding her part in events lead- 
ing © the shooting. She was held in 
$500 bail as a material witness and 
committed to the Florence Crittenton 
Home. 

‘‘Mrs. Brown admitted,’’ 
Hennis, ‘‘that she probably was the 
innocent ‘cause of the killing of Dr. 
Turk. She telephoned to her husband 
Friday night that Dr. Turk was going 
to a Turkish bath and that Mrs. Turk 
would be alone. She had not lived with 
her husband and on Friday night re- 
mained with Mrs. Turk until 11 o'clock. 
The rest of the night she passed in the 
home of a friend in Rivington Street. 

‘‘ Brown said he expected to find Mrs. 
Turk alone, and that there was an un- 
derstanding between him and Mrs. 
Schmertz that he was to ‘put Mrs.

R. J. Friss, secretary of the local 
office, declared tonight his company had 
purchased the bonds from Union and 
Planters’ )National Bank of Memphis, 
Tenn. , 

‘*T handled the transaction,’’ Mr. Friss 
said, ‘‘ahd remémber the deal well. The 
bank informed me that they obtained 
the bonds’ from: Priddy, Williams & Co., 
a brokerage firm in Memphis. As I 
was buying them from a reputable bank 
I did not suspect that they had . been 
stolen. ,

Questioned Aboyt the Disposal o 
$65,000 of, Stolen Bonds.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 2.—That the 
Union and Planters’ Bank of this city 


never owned any part of the bonds re- 
ported to nave been part of the loot 
taken in* the. $466,000 robbery of two 
messengers of Kean, Taylor & Co. of 
New York on Nov. 30, was the state- 
ment of officials of the bank here to- 
night who explained the connection of 
that institution with the transaction. 

The bank, according to officials, acted 
merely as clearing house for $255,000 of 
the bonds which were offered to it by 
Priddy, Williams & Co., brokers of this 
city. On Jan. 26, bonds totaling $65,000 
were offered. Two days later bonds 
valued at $190,000 were offered to the 
bank by Priddy, Williams & Co. Con- 
forming to the bank's custom, the bank 
orfered them to C. F. Childs & Co. of 
Chicago, who purchased tnem. The 
bonds were immediately forwarded to 
Chicago. 

An official of a local bank, whose 
name the police would not divulge, is 
being detained tonight in connection 
with $65,000 of the Liberty Bonds. Ac- 
cording to the police the man requested 
the Joseph Myers Compan) to dispose 
of the bonds for him. Mr. Joseph took 
the bonds to the bank official being de- 
tained, who in turn took them to the 
Priddy, Williams Company. ‘The police 
stated at the bank official said he 
obtained bonds from a man named 
Anderson, who lives in Louisiana. The 
police say, however, they will hold the 
official until they have found out more 
from‘ him. 

R. E. Priddy, senior member of the 
firm,, when questioned over the tele- 
phone tonight, admitted that'on Jan. 26! 
he sold $65,000 worth of bonds to the 
Union and Planters’ Bank. He gaid he 
negotiated the sale for Joseph Myers, 
Inc., jewelers of this city. Mr. Prtddy 
did-hot specify the denominations of the 
bonds he sold for the Myers firm, nor 
did he ‘state their serial number.

SENATE MAY POSTPONE 
APPORTIONMENT BILL 


Bat House Members Urge Quick 
Amendment to Prevent Political

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Suggestions 
that action on the House Reapportion- 
ment bill be deferred until after the in- 
auguration of Harding were considered 
today—by Republican members of the 
Senate Census: Committee. Chairman 
Sutherland said that a conference of 
Republican Senators might be called to 
determine action. 

Senator Sutherland said that there 
was no disposition in the Senate to 
change the House membership as fixed 
by that body, nor to decrease the repre- 
sentation from Southern States. 


If the House measure, which retains . 


the present House membership of 435, by 
decreasing the representation of some 
States and increasing that of others, 
went over until the next session, redis- 
tricting of States could not be consid- 
ered by the Legislatures now in session. 
An effort was'made in the House to add 
an amendment giving Governors of 
States authority to reapportion Congres- 
sional districts within their States, and 
Representatives Langley, Republican, of 
Kentucky, and Newton, Rept blican, of 
Missouri, confcrred today with Republi- 
can Senators regarding passage of this 
amendment by the Senate. 

Representatives Langley and Newton 
said that the House bill, in its present 
form, might result in solld Democratic 
delegations from Kentucky and Mis- 
sourl. The House measure would cut 
Kentucky’s representation by one and 
Missouri's by two. In Kentucry, it was 
said, a Democratic State Senate would 
block reapportionment legislat on/ If this 
would require election of all Represent- 
atives ‘‘at large’’ in Missouri, a law 
for a referendum on reapportionment, 
the Senators were told, might cause 
election by popular vote of a solid Dem- 
ocratic delegation from Missouri.

The line of questions shifted’ con- 
stantly, but all the time it came back 
to prices and vast stores on hand when 
the armistice was stgned. Then diplo- 
mats were mentioned. 

‘“The diplomatic system of appoint- 
ing men with pink tea experiences in 
war .time,’’ said Mr. Dawes, *"Wwas u 
rotten failure. Sharp was all right, bur 
the rest of them were utter faflures. 
It was all due to the appointment of 
society men—pink tea fellows. | Why, 
we couldn't get anywhere. We had 
George McFadden over there and he diu 
in three days what the dipjomats 
couldn’t do in three months.” 

Mr. Dawes also paid his respects ‘to 
open diplomacy. 7 

‘““Let me illustrate,’’ he said. ‘* We 
needed 80,000 artillery horses, They were 
in the fieljs and it was harvest time 
in France, ‘and everybody said there 
would be a revolution if we attempted 
to take them. It was my job to get 
them, and it was my argument that we 
could not get our men,to the front 
without horses. Unless//we got them 
the Germans would break through. We 
didn’t talk prices—we just pulled them 
out of the field. Of course, that sort of 
stuff couldn’t be printed.’’ 

‘‘ What did you get for your horses 
when they were resold to France? ’’ He 
was asked. 

‘“‘1 don’t know,” he replied, ‘‘ but the 
price was low. Of course it was. The 
horses were taken from the field. It is 
easy to find fault. Easy to say we 
should have struck a bigger. bargain. 
but put yourselves over there and I 
think your viewpoint would be differ- 
ent.”’

DAWES’S NAME IS OFF LIST. 


Harding Hopes to Have Him and 
Hoover Head Commissions. _

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Reports that 
come to Republican leaders from those 
in touch with President-elect Harding 
indicate that a revision of the Cabinet 


slate has éliminated Charles G. Dawes 
and Herbert Hoover. Instead of asking 
these men to enter the Cabinet Mr. 
Harding, it is said, contemplates ask- 
ing them to head commissions for 
which he plans. 

Mr. Hoover, according to these ad- 
vices, will receive an offer of the Chair- 
manship of a commission on _ recon- 
struction, which will handle problems 
growing out. of the -war,. particularly 
housing, employment, the coal situ- 
ation and industrial conditions gener- 
fally. Mr. Dawes is said to be siated 
for another :commission, which would 
undertake reorganization of the Gov- 
ernment departments. 

Interest was added to these reports 
by the positive gtatement . of Mr. 
Dawes beforé a Congressional commit- 
tee today that he was not going into 
politics. After the committee adjourned 
Mr. Dawes said in answer to a question 
that he did not want any Cabinet po- 
sition. ; 

Mr. Dawes had been prominently men- 
til recently. Opinion in Republican cir- 
drew Mellon of Pittsburgh. Mr. 
Hoover. was mentioned for Secretary of 
the Interior, Secretary of Commerce and 
Secretary of Laber.. He had indicated 
that the only: Cabinet position which he 
would care to fill,was Secretary of the 
Interior, .but.it is the understanding 
here that the President-elect wants this 
place ‘to go-to>Senator Fall. .

Miller’s Plans Would Cost City 
$136,000,000 a Year and Bring 
Other Incréases, It Is Charged. 


The newly formed .People’s Anti-Fare:

HAMILTON, Ala., Feb. 2.—Circum- 
stances to connect National Guardsmen 
with the lynching of William Baird, a 
coal miner, at Jasper Jan. 13 were sub- 
mitted today to the Marion County. jury 
which, when court adjourned, had heard 
the declaration of Leslie West, who, it 
is alleged, drove one of the death cars, 
that he saw in the lynching party Ser- 
geant Robert L. Lancaster, now on trial 
for murder in connection with the case. 
Soldiers testified that Lancaster short- 
ly after the lynching asked a boy to 
clean his gun and scabbard and obtain 
dry shoes for him. Captain H. L. 
Means toid the jury that a muddy over- 
coat bearing the inititals ‘““R. L.” was 
found with other clothing secreted be- 
tween two walls of the barracks of 
Company M, at Townley. 

Clyde Springer of Company M, to 
which the indicted men belong, said the 
lynching was openly discussed at the 
company mess the following morning. 
He had asked who fired the first shot, 
he said, and Sergeant Lancaster point- 
ed to himself without speaking. Lan- 
caster also said, Springer testified, that 
he. could ‘‘ now cut notches’’ on his 
gun. Springer said he was 15 years 


old, but had sworn he was 18 to get 
into Company M. 


FORD FINISHES 4,334 BEHIND 


Makes Net Gain of Only 3,233 on 
Newberry Recount. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The recount 
of ballots in the Michigan Senatorial 
election of 1918, finished today by the 
Senate BPlections Committee, left Sena- 
tor Newberry with a plurality of 4,334 
over Henry Ford, the final figures being 
Newberry 217,08 and Ford 212,751. 

Mr. Ford made.a net gain of 38.233 
votes in the recount, but Senator New- 
berry’s original plurality was 7,567. The 
changes were gue to a loss of 2,962 votes 
by Newberry and an actual gain of 264 
by Ford. Technical irregularities, such 
as failure of election clerks and judges 
to sign ballots were chiefly the cause 
of throwing bedots out. 
The committee recount, sought by 
Ford, began Jan. 4 and was a pro- 
ceeding distinct from fraud charges and 
counter-charges, still pending before the 
committee, and also from criminal pro- 
ceedings against Newberry, which are 
pending in the Supreme Court. 

Senator Spencer, who had charge of 
the recount; reported to the Senate late 
today that the pay of accountants, who 
went over the ballots, aggregated $7,251. 
This is in addition to expense for gather- 


ing the ballots'in Michigan and trans- 
porting them here.

The prize was awarded to Mr. Bolton:

Harvard Observatory in Jamaica, Dr. | 
Henry Norris Russell of Princeton, who | 
won the Royal Astronomical Society 
Medal for his work in the last year; Dr. 
Williarn de Sitter, the Netherlands | 
astronomer; Schlick, author of ‘‘ Space | 
and Time jn_ Contemporary: Physics,”’ | 
and H. H.- Turner of Oxford.” Many | 
other well known English and American | 
physicists took part im the competition. 
Mr. Bolton himself is almost unknown! 
among scientists. He is on the staff of | 
the British Patent Office.

Mr. Bolton states the mechanical prin- | 
ciples of Telativity, and then the special | 
or restrictive principle of relativity, | 
which was discovered by Professor Al- 
bert A. Michelson, who recently dis- | 
covered a method of measuring the mass | 
of fixed stars. This principle is that 

by no experiment conducted on his 
own system can an observer detect the | 
unaccelerated motion of his system,’’ | 
and, secondly, ‘‘the measure of the 
velocity of light in vacuo is unaffected | 
by relative motion between the observer'| 
and the source of light.” | 
Why the ‘ Other Train’ Seems to Move. | 

The first is explained by the familiar | 
illustration of a passenger in a slowly | 
moving train.

It is difficult to form | 
a@ general law to hold good for all ob- 
servers whose systems may be moving | 
at different rates, because accelerations 
imply forces which upset the formula- 
ion of any general dynamical principle. 
A Force Other Than Gravity. 

‘‘The following example taken from 
Einstein will make this clear, and also 
indicate a way out of the difficulty,” 
writes Mr. Bolton. ‘‘ A rotating system 
is chosen, but since rotation is only a 
particular case of acceleration, it will 
serve as an example of the method of 
treating accelerated systems generally. 

‘*Let us note the experiences of an ob- 
server on a rotating disk which is iso- 
lated so that the observer has no direct 
means of perceiving the'rotation. He 
will, therefore, refer all the occurrences 
on the disc to a frame of reference fixed 
with respect to it and partaking of its 
motion. 

‘* Fle will notice, as he walks about on 
the disk, that he himself and all the 
objects on it, whatever their constitution 
or state, are acted upon by a force di 
rected away from a c€rtain point upon 
it, and increasing with the distance 
from that point. is point is actually 
the centre of rotation, though the ob- 
server does not recognize it as such. 
The space on the disk, in fact, presents 
the characteristic properties of a gravi- 
tational field. 

‘‘The force differs from gravity, as 
we know it, by the fact that it is direct- 
ed away from instead of toward a cen- 
tre, and it obeys a different law of dis- 
tance, but this does not affect the char- 
acteristic properties that it acts on all 
bodies alike, and cannot be screened 
from one body by the interposition of 
another. An observer aware of the ro- 
tation of the disk would say that the 
force was centrifugal force—that is, the 
force due to inertia which a body al- 
ways exerts when it is accelerated.’’ 


EINSTEIN EXPLAINED AGAIN. 
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How He Arrives at the Conclusion 
That the Universe Is Finite. 


It may be perfectly possible, granting 
that Prof. Albert Einstein’s theory of 
the finiteness of the universe is correct, 
to determine some day the average den- 
sity of matter in the universe and to 
weigh it in terms of pounds of mass— 
not ordinary pounds, for they are de- 
termined by gravitational force and are 
merely relative. 

Prof. George B. Pegram, Professor of 
Physics at Columbia, asserted to this 
assumption yesterday, although he did 
it reluctantly, for it seemed to him too 
much a matter of speculation. If as- 
tronomical investigation should show 
that matter is of an average density 
throughout the universe, said Prof, 
Pegram, it would be possible to prove 
that through the law of gravitation this 
matter would constitute a Spherical uni- 
verse, and having determined the size of 
the universe, {it would be possible to cal- 
ee the pounds of mass that compose 
t 


The EHinstein theory of the finiteness 
of the universe is predicated upon the 
belief that a gravitational field may be 
interpreted as a curvature of space, 
Professor Pegram said, in other words, 
that space may curve back upon itself. 
If it is found that there is a uniform 
distribution or average density of mat- 
ter, ‘the result would be a closed space. 
Professor Pegram referred to Einstein's 
book for-an illustration of what is meant 
by a four-dimensional and finite uni- 
verse. 

‘*If you can conceive of a two-di- 
mensional creature living on a plane 
and unable to move out of that plane, 
ou ‘would conceive of a creature that 
nows only the Euclidian world,’’ said 
Professor Pegram. ‘‘ He would have 
his little measuring rods for determining 
distance, and it would seem to him that 
space is infinite on his plane,’ for he 
ean put those rods end to end indef- 
initely. ‘ 

‘* Now put him on a sphere. He would 
still be able to conceive of the world only 
as a plane, but in moving in an attempt 
to realize a straight line he would move 
in a curve, which to us would describe 
a circle. Hig little rods would still be 
useful to him, for the world has ‘finite 
surfaces’ whieh can be measured into 
little squares. The great. idea in this 
is that a world of this kind is finite, but 
has no limitations. You can go round 
and round. it indefinitely. 
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t of the cosmical world, he hi 
of defining whether it is finite or 
nite, he has no way of determin- 
it is Euclidian or not. 
He has no way of determining whether 
he has departed from .the analogue 
of ‘flatness even though it / existed. 
The two-dimenstonal world possesses 
finite volume. It is also possible to get 
a three-dimensional analogy to the two- 
dimensional spherical ria. 

oe e geometrical properties of space, 
under the Hinstein theory, are deter- 
mined by matter. He blames gravita- 
tion on geometry rather than dynamics. 
Take the illustration of a ship sailing 
round the world. We would say that 
the ship sails in a circle because of an 
equilibrium of forces. Einustein’s ana- 
logue would say that the ship goes on 
in a circle because it moves in a spher- 
ical field, because it could not move in 
any other field. The gravitational field 
determines the geometry. 

“The measuring sticks and watches of 
the two-dimensional people living on 
their plane would be affected by matter. 
On their plane wherever there is a body 
of matter there is a little bump in the 
plane, perceptible to them only as a 
circle. But because of these bumps in 
the plane you can't say that Euclidian 
geometry is altogether correct, although 
it departs very little. The great masses 
such as the sun have only a small effect 
on the surrounding. properties. These 
Aumps in two-dimensional space are af- 
fected by gravitation and Einstein has 
described them as ripples on a lake. 

. “In a quasi-Euclidian plane unlimited 
in space, the density of matter must be 
zero, and such a world could not 

filled all over with matter; the amount 
of matter there is a little hump in the 
space. If the matter, on the other hand, 
is uniformly distributed it must be 
curved because of the gravitational 
force, which Einstein contends is equiva- 
lent to the curvature of space. In this 
way he arrives at the conclusion that 
the universe is spherical and finite and, 
therefore, measurable by calculating the 
distribution and density of matter.”’

‘The traffic force of the citv is acting 
in a very intelligent manner in easing 
the transportation difficulties in our 
narrow streets,’’ said Mr. Smith, who is 
now Chairman of the United States 
Trucking Corporation Directors. ‘‘ The 
relief of the present congestion, how- 
ever, good as it may be, is only tem- 
porary. It is necessary to get at the 
root of the evil and adopt some con- 
structive policy for adequate port de- 
velopment.”’ 

Arthur Williams, general manager of 
the New York Edison Company, pre- 
sided. The increase in the ‘use of elec- 
trie: vehicles for commercial purposes in 
1920, he said, was 21 per cent. over that 
of 1919, representing an addition of 
about 600 trucks valued at $2,400,000.

DENY. ‘MUCKRAKING’ INTENT 


Sponsors Declare Only Purpose 18), 


to Remedy “ Grave Defgsts”’ in 
City’s Administration.

ALBANY, Feb. 2.—Steps were taken 
today to answer Governor Miller's query 
whether there are not ‘‘ grave defects ”’ 
in New York City’s administration. 

Senator Alvah W. Burlingame and As- 
semplyman Frederick Wells of Brooklyn 
introduced, in line with the Governor’s 
suggestion, a bill to create a commis- 
sion to study New York City’s charter 
with a view to its revision to effect 
reorganization and retrenchment. 

The commission, the expenses of which 
would have te be paid by the city, would 
be composed of two Senators, four As- 
semblymen and fifteen citizens. 

“The charter under which the City 
of New York is operating,’’ says a 
statement issued by the Brooklyn Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which sponsors the 
measure, ‘‘ Was adopted twenty years 
ago. Since its adoption it has been 
amended in more than 1,000 piaces, until | 
now it is a patchwork of confusion and | 
cumbersome details. Departments and) 
bureaus are not properly co-ordinated, 
tunctions are misplaced, duplication and 
overlapping exist, and as a result there 
is much waste of effort and money in 
the administration of the city’s business. 

‘The people of the city generally are 
convinced that an unprejudiced, non- 
partisan commission, appointed under 
authority of law and empowered to 
make a searching and constructive study 
of the organization of departments and 
offices in the city Government, will find 
many places where offices, bureaus and 
departments can either be co-ordinated 
or functions redistributed, and where 
economies can be introduced in the ad- 
ministration of city and county affairs. 

‘It is not the intention at this time to 
seek a complete revision of the charter 
or an entirely new charter. The experi- 
ence of past charter commissions warns 
us that defects in the government of the 
city can be remedied only by process of 
amendments and by taking one step at a 
time. 

‘Nor is it intended that the proposed 
commission will be in any sense a 
‘“muckraking’ body appointed to inves- 
tigate and criticise.’’ 

The bill has tne backing of Jacob A. 
Livingston, Kings County Republican 
leader, and the various commercial and 
civic organizations in New York City 
will be asked to assist in promoting its 
passage.

PLANT JURY IS DISCHARGED. 


Unable to Agree in Trial of Detective 
In Stolen Auto Case.

MINEOLA, L. I., Feb. 2.—The jury in 
the trial of Carman Plant, _former 
county detectives, charged with crimi- 
nally receiving stolen automobiles, re- 
ported to Supreme Court Justice Lazan- 
sky at 4:45 o’clock this morning that it 
had been unable to agree. It was offi- 
cially said the jury stood 7 to 5 for 
conviction. The chief witnesses against 
Plant. were Matthew O'Neill, now serv- 
ing a sentence of seven and one-half 
years for the same offense, and William 
Hoffman, awaiting trial under a similar 
indictment. 

Justice Lazansky discharged the jury 
and continued Plant’s bail to await th¢ 
action of the District Attorney.

MOVE TO REPEAL 
FRANCHISE TAX LAW

The special legislative committee to 
study the special franchise tax situation 
is headed by Senator Frederick M. Dav- 
enport of Oneida and Assemblyman 
Franklin W. Judson of Monroe. Assem- 
blyman Judson, who is Vice Chairman 
of the committee, said tonight: 

‘‘In the first piace, there are inva- 

riably long delays in the collection of 
this tax, from which both the State and 
the cities, and in the long run the cor- 
porations affected, are bound to suffer. 
The court dockets and the Attorney 
General’s office are crowded with cases 
growing out of special franchise tax lit- 
igation. 
“The special franchise tax law is, in 
its administration, beyond all doubt, the 
most burdensome law on the _ statute 
books, and not the least troublesome 
feature is the equalization of the tax, 
many different processes being neces- 
sary to fix the tax in the case of a sin- 
gle corporation. It has been suggested, 
and might prove wise, to substitute for 
it some tax more readily collectible, one 
on earnings, for instance, where there f{ 
would not be the same room for guess- 
work and consequent litigation in fixing 
the assessment as there is where intan- 
gible property as elusive in its value as 
a franchise is concerned.”’ 

As an ‘alternative’? to the Gov- 
ernor’s plan Assemblyman George N. 
ia aan of the Twenty-third District in 
Manhattan introduced today, on behalf 
of the City Club, a bill that would em- 
power New York and other cities to ac- 
quire and operate public utilities. 

As the powers vested in municipalities 
under the terms of the Jesse bill would 
apply to New York City, they include 
authority to provide, either through res- 
olution adopted by the Board of Bsti- 
mate and ratified by the Aldermanic 
Board, or through a referendum, for the 
acquisition and operation of any public 
utility whatsoever. In carrying out the 
plan the Public Service Commission 
would be called upon to make an ap- 
praisal of the property to be acquired, 
or the cost of any public utility project 
to be originated by the city itself. For 
this purpose it js provided that the Pub- 
lic Service Commission shall have access 
to. all books and records of the corpora- 
tion involved and shall have the right to 
take testimony to determine value. Its 
report would be accepted as prima facie, 
but not necessarily conclusive, evidence 
of the value of coroprate property to be 
taken, or the cost of any project 'to be 
initiated, and the city may reject a final 
yah by the Public Service Commis- 
sion. 

Once a public utility enterprise under

Herr Mueller declared that the work- 
ers of all countries were endangered by 
the reparations proposals, which would 
gonvert the present economic crisis into 
an European catastrophe. He appealed 
to the workers to bring about negotia- 
tions for a practical solution. He admit- 
ted that the disarmament obligations 
could no longer be avoided if the Ger- 
man people’were to be spared fresh and 
grievous visitations. a 

Dr. Hergt, for the National Party, 
said he would have liked a more decis- 
ive tone in Dr. Simons’s observations on 
disarmament. 

‘‘ Bast Prussia,’’ he went on, ‘ ex- 
pects of the Fatherland that she will not 
be abandoned in the face of the Bolshe- 
vist danger. No German ought to assist 
the Entente in imposing unpreceden- 
tedly hard disarmament conditions.’’ 

lixpressing approval of the Foreign 
Minister’s views on’ reparations, Dr. 
Hergt concluded: 

‘‘May the German people in the hour 
of decision find itself equal to the oc- 
casion.”’ 

Georg Ledebour, Independent Socialist, 
denounced Dr. Hergt for having, as he 
put it, learned nothing from the war 
and forgotten how his party had sinned. 
He said the attitude of the Independent 
Socialists was that, however justifiably 
angry they might feel at the Entente 
demands, they must not risk the possi- 
bility of warding off by negotiations the 
dangers threatening Germany.

Expects First Payment From Sale of 
German Ships by Britain.

OTTAWA, Ont., Feb. 2.—It is thought 

that Canada will comparatively soon re- 
ceive the first payment upon her share 
of the German reparations.

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MAKING TARIFFS ABSI7ID. 
The failure of the Senate yesterday

' to adopt closure so as to get a vote on 


the Tariff bill makes its dropping for 
“the session virtually certain. It may 
be called up now and then when some 
Senator wants to cleanse his stuffed 
bosom of five or six hours of solitary 
speech, but it will no longer be serious- 
ly pressed for passage. Real public 
business will demand all of the time 
of the. Senate, if the appropriation bills 
are to be passed before March 4. To 
get through with no more than that 
work, night sessions will probably be 


‘..gecesgary. The Tariff bill is as good 


as ‘dead. 

From its first introduction in Con- 
gress, the so-called Emergency Tariff 
bill was marked by insincerity. The 
emergency was purely political. Once 
more the ancient tariff game known 
as ‘‘ fooling the farmers ’’ had to be 
tried, and Congressmen wearily and 
perfunctorily set about it. They sol- 
emnly proposed duties on: wheat and 
wool and hides, well knowing that no 
real benefit to even the farmer would 
result,' while the consuming masses 
would ‘be further harassed, and‘ our 
commercial relations with other coun- 
tries would be disturbed. They well 
Knew also that the bill- would not be- 
come a law. It was doomed to death 
from the cradle. Even if it passed 
the Senate, the President would veto 
it. And it was perfectly understood 
that the Senate, before voting on its 
final passage, would load it down with 
incongruous and absurd amendments. 

This has been done. The opponents 
of the bill have hung some hampering 
amendments upon it. And its advo- 
cates have rushed in to join in the ap- 
pearance of getting something for their 
constituents while the getting was 
good. It is not Democratic Senators, 
but Republican, who have proposed 
additions to the bill which seem as if 
designed to make the whole thing 
ridiculous. Of such is the protective 
@yuty on cherries. Another amendment 
would lay a higher tax on needles. 
Talk about the law not caring for 
minima! Senator SPENCER put in a 
clause for protecting sunflower seeds. 
Did he forget mustard seeds? They 
would have gone well in a bill made up 
of the smallest things known. ‘ 

This unhappy adventure of protec- 
ticnists in a dying Congress ought to be 
@ warning to the Republicans as they 
look forward to legislation under the 
Harding Administration. The absurdity 
of a high tariff has come to lie in other 
considerations than its indefensible or 
grotesque details. The country’s en- 
tire financial and industrial gituation 
has been so changed by the war as to 
make the old tariff dogmas not only 
obsolete but a positive peril. ‘Phis was 
perceived by the framers of the Re- 
publican platform at Chicago last 
June. They saw that the comfortable 
old fallacies of protection could not be 
urged with a straight face at the pres- 
ent time. So they wisely declared that 
“the uncertain and unsettled condi- 

“tons of international ‘balances, the 
“abnormal economic and trade sit- 
“uation of the world and the im- 
“* possibility of forecasting accurately 
** even the near future preclude the 
"* formulation of a definite program ”’ 
—that is, a tariff program. 

This is abstract and general. The 
eoncrete and precise application is 
made in The Financial Chronicle by 
Mr. A, B. HEPBURN. A lifelong Re- 
publican, he is now convinced that the 
** old arguments ’’ for protective du- 
ties are today ‘‘ wholly inapplicable.’’ 
Europe owes us billions of dollars. The 
only way in which she can ever hope 
to pay even a part of that debt is by 
sending us goods. Therefore, to Mr. 
Herpsurn’s mind, it would be a policy 
** financially suicidal ’’ to enact pro- 
tective tariffs that would ‘ Interfere 


_ ‘with the importation of manufac- 


*‘ tured’ goods from Europe.’’ The 
tariff measure pending in Congress 
Mr, Hepsurn }considers as merely in-

tended to “‘ trifle with the farmers.’’ 
But his objections to rash tariff-tinker- 
ing are fundamental, and will be just’ 
as valid next year as this. And we 
may add that protection humbug ‘will 
be fully “as transparent in the next 
Congress as it has been in the present. 








WHAT GERMANY CAN PAY. 

Germany will gain nothing by ‘‘ re- 
jecting ’* the demands of the Supreme 
Council that she must pay. 226 billion 
gold marks in reparations. She is not 
in the position to reject the sentence 
passed upon her, it is not for her to 
say how much she Is going to pay. 
The world knows that had she been 
the victor she would not have ac- 
corded that privilege to the van- 
quished. It will be better for her to 
accept the amount fixed as a basis of 
discussion and try to secure some 
changes in the terms of payment. 

Her reported offer to pay one bil- 
lion gold marks annually for thirty 
years, or in all $7,500,000,000, is 
merely another indication that she is 
still behaving in a strictly German 
manner. That was Mr. KEYNES’S 
idea, and Mr. KEYNES has never yet 
been generally accepted as an author- 
ity on German reparations. Under a 
reasonable adjustment of the nual 
rate Germany can doubtless pay $20,- 
000,000,000 with interest. It is the 
general belief that she ought to pay 
at least that. The unfavorable recep- 


| tion of the decision reached by the 


Supreme Council is due, first, to the 
unconscionably long period, forty-two 
years, over which the payments are 
distributed; second, to the additional 
payment of 12 per cent. of the 
amount of German exports. It might 
be argued that postponed payment 
makes the annual charge easier to 
bear, but common sense rejects the 
theory that forty-two years from now 
Germany will still be engaged in pay- 
ing off her war debt to the Allies; and 
the interest charge will increase by the 
postponement of the final payment. 

It is not believed that the decision 
of the Council will stand as rendered; 
there will be modifications. But there 
are many reasons why Germany 
should not expect to secure a reduc- 
tion of the foundation sum below 
$20,000,000,000. The easing of the 
burden will come in the interest ad- 
justment and possibly in the abandon- 
ment of the export tax. It would be 
culpable leniency to let Germany off 
with payments that would impose 
upon her people burdens lighter than 
those that the people of France and 
of Great Britain must bear because of 
her unpardonable crimes. 








GRADUATE GEOGRAPHY. 
When the plans of its new President 


are put into effect, Clark University 
department; 
‘* unique in America-and pre-eminent’ 


will indeed have ‘‘a 
‘*in this special field.” Dr. AtTwWwoop 
calls it a School of Geography. In- 
evitably one thinks of the largest and 
most vividly illustrated of school 
books, or, at best, of magazines de- 
voted to ¢xploration and map-making. 
The thing intended at Clark is of vastly 
greater moment. Hitherto the evolu- 
tion of mankind has’ been ‘‘ expan- 
sional.’” Progress has come as a few 
favored races have overrun the earth. 
That process having been mainly ac- 
complished, evolution must become 
‘* restrictional.” The difference is 
that between extensive and intensive 
farming. The problem is ‘not so much 
to add to our natural resources as to 
study them with a view to making the 


-best use of them. The new geography 


regards all lands and their products 
as the raw material out of which the 
future of civilization is to be created. 
It is a study not :of the grammar 
school, but of the graduate school. 
The system has long been applied, 
as an aid to merchants, in Phila- 
delphia’s Commercial Museum. As 
pursued at the university, the new 
geography will be a pure science, a 
matter. of research and discovery for 
their own sakes. The fact does not 
detract from its utility, but should 
immeasurably extend, it. The true 
source of German commercial success 
has been rather crudely parodied in 
trade anecdote. A clever sales agent 
discovered that the hens of India are 
largely bantams and so got orders for 
bantam egg cups and eventually for 
all lines of china, thus capturing the 
entire trade from the British, who 
steadfastly refused to recognize sub- 
calibre eggs. Another discovered in 
France a certain. delight in seeing the 
pink snout of a porker surmounted by 
a Prussian helmet—and supplied these 
** ornaments ’”’ by the gross, together 
with many side lines. The repertory 
of such stories is endless. Meanwhile 
the really significant fact has been 
ignored. In Germany advanced geog- 
raphy has long been a_ recognized 


science, cultivated not for the chance 


and momentary gain, but for the pure 
sake of knowledge. All available data 
were at hand and’ indexed—and fre- 
quently the apparently insignificant 
fact proved of the highest moment. 
For the intending sales manager ad- 
vanced geography is destined to be- 
come what chemistry is to the manu- 
facturer. 

In diplomacy there should be a 
similar gain. ‘‘ We must develop in 
**the American people an interna- 
“ tional point of view,” said Dr. Art- 
woop. ‘Our further growth, per- 
** haps our peaceful existence, depends 
** upon our judgment in dealing with 
‘the other peoples of the world.” 
Geographically we are'still an eighth- 
grade people, even in our consular and 
i ayant services. Unless our po- 


intervals of twenty years. 


litical development is destined to lag 
forever behind our commercial de- 
velopment, a graduate knowledge of 
geography’ should be held indispensable 
‘for public life, and especially for those 
who represent us abroad. If we are 
indeed a world Power, we have world 
responsibilities; and not the ‘least of 
these is to know our fellow-nations, 
by whose coperation alone the 
destiny, of the race can be shaped to 
its finer issues, 








THE PRESIDENT AT’ THE PLAY, 

It can hardly be said that President 
WILSON was ever a confirmed theatre- 
goer, but before his iilness he was a 
not infrequent visitor at the theatres 
of Washington’; he found the play an 
agreeable diversion, and in-view of the 
cares and labors of his office a needed 
one. There can be no surer indication 
of his progress in recovering his 
health and strength than his presence 
at a performance of Mr. DRINK- 
water's ‘‘ Abraham Lincoln” at a 
Washington theatre on Tuesday eve- 
ning. He was not only physically able 
to take his place among the audience, 
but he showed his old-time enjoyment 
of the art of the playwright and of 
the players. 

For some months more than a year 
Mr. WILson has led the quiet life of 
the invalid. It has been necessary to 
deny him in considerable measure one 
of the greatest of his enjoyments, that 
of work; the recreations of his leisure 
hours “were still more narrowly 
abridged. It is gratifying that he has 
now advanced so far toward recovery 
that he is able to extend the range of 
his interests and of his diversions. 








A SOAP-BOX JAIL. 

“ If an eminent gunman, sentenced to 
the seclusion that Sing Sing grants, 
should thence from time to time emit 
bulletins celebrating his exploits, 
lauding his profession and encourag- 
ing robbery, violence and murder; if 
when a pardon was refused to him for 
his past services and his continuing 
unrepentance he should assail the 
Governor of New York with abuse; if 
the Warden should regard him as a 
creditable exhibit to be advertised and 
promoted instead of a criminal to be 
punished, ,that would be a praise- 
worthy performance compared with 
the license permitted to Dress in the 
Atlanta Federal Penitentiary. The 
worst felonies are venial compared 
with the crimes of which he was con- 
victed and for which he was sen- 
tehced. In time of war he struck'and 
incited others to strike at the life of 
the nation. 

Yet for him jail is not a place of 
punishment, but a pulpit of sedition. 
Last year he issued his ‘‘ weekly cam- 
paign statement ’’ with the utmost 
regularity. Every now and then he 
bursts into passionate ‘propaganda for 
the ‘‘ Soviet Republic ’’ or some other 
cheering ‘‘ message ” of disorder. The 
Department of Justice, ostensibly so 
busy in tracking the missionaries of 
revolution and destruction, is blind 
and deaf to him. With the consent of 
the authorities of the law, this law- 
breaker turns his jail into a soap box. 
As freely. as and more sensationally 
and effectively than if he were tech- 
nically free,, he preaches’ his doctrines 
and turns on the President of the 
United States the abuse and insult 
of his speech. ‘‘ Free speech” for 
convicts! “ 

Dess is not to be blamed in this 
matter. He is a shrewd and intelli- 
gent chap, quick to seize all the privi- 
leges and advantages which the weak- 
ness, the diseased sentimentality or 


some higher power in Washington 
gives him. This continuing tender- 
ness to a convicted seditionary, this 
transformation of a Federal peniten- 
tiary into a Soviet headquarters, this 
coddling by the Government of an 
enemy of the Government, this large 
liberty and reward of merit to ob- 
durate guilt, is an intolerable scandal. 
It never should have been allowed to 
begin. It should end at once. 








THE WAGE REDUCTIONS. 

The wave of wage reductions is dis- 
agreeably familiar. It recurs as often 
as there is business reaction, and that 
is as often as there are ‘‘ booms,” say 
every ten years, but sometimes at 
Those who 
think that such alternations are an 
indictment of our institutions and sig- 
nify that capitalism should be abol- 
ished would be listened to with more 
attention if they should first solve 
some simpler problem. If they tried to 
make a clock run without the swing- 
ing of the pendulum in opposite direc- 
tions, they would learn that the excess 
in either direction is a necessity of the 
case, unless what is desired is rest at 
the dead centre. In economics the 
dead centre is abhorrent to labor and 
capital alike. 

Just now there are signs of a better 
understanding between the factors of 
production and prosperity than is 
usual under such conditions. The 
makers of linotype machines, instead 
of arbitrarily marking wages down, 
are asking their men to vote as to the 
manner*in which the wage workers 
prefer the readjustment to be made 
which the condition, of the industry 
makes necessary. 
industry there is now being held a 
referendum to couple a reduction of 
wages with a provision for a bonus 
on efficiency, so that what is taken 
away in one manner may be*restored 
in another. The employers will divide 
equally the saving of time. There are

wages in their industry, although the 
matter is under consideration by a 
public body. ‘The railway uhions are 
absorbing in-their increases.of pay the 
increase of rates which was to enlarge 
railway facilities and ‘rescue’ the in- 
dustry from strangulation, but the in- 
crease of wages is at the cost of -effi- 
ciency. “The railways are increasing 
their services to commerce without in- 


crease of cars, engines or tracks, but) 


they. must keep in their employ a 
quarter million more men. The rail- 
way unions in¢rease wages and de- 
crease work. But it is the common- 
est experience in many trades that 
higher wages are followed by less in- 
terest in production. 

The sympathy and support of the 
public rightly go to the worker up 
to the pgint where he antagonizes the 
public by reducing production as 
wages rise. The public shrinks from 
the enforcement in its rigor of the 
biblical declaration that they who will 
not work shall not eat. Wages 
which increase production are for the 
common good. But when higher 
wages are followed by lower produc- 
tion the case is like that of taxes’ 
which are put so high that they are 
not productive. Society is not true 
to its own interests if it does not 
protect the willing worker from the 
slacker, the man who works only 
every other day if his wages are 
doubled. 








THE DREAM STATE.

TRADE AND PROPAGANDA. 

Reports from London have it that 
Mr. KRassiIN was not well received in 
Moscow when he brought back his An- 
glo-Russian trade agreement, and that 
the Bolshevist dignitaries will not ac- 
cept it without considerable emenda- 
tion. Mr. Liorp Grorce may well, 
tHink ‘this is a little ungrateful. The

| nounced by the British Government it- 
the cretinous folly of his jailers or 


self, which might inconvenience the 
Bolsheviki was a specific promise—in 
addition to a general engagement of 
both Governments not to intrigue 
against each other—that there would 
be no Red propaganda against England 
in Afghanistan, India, Persia of Asia 
Minor. 

The Bolsheviki could promise that 
with ease, and the British would have 
difficulty in holding them to their 
promise. They seem to have nq par- 
ticular scruple against breaking a 
promise made to.a capitalist Govern- 
ment, and one might suppose that this 
condition would give little trouble to 
the Moscow Government—particularly 
as Mr. Luorp GEORGE bought it at a 
high price. He had to promise that 
the British Government would not at- 
tach any gold-or goods sent from Rus- 
sia in payment for British deliveries— 
unless it happened to observe that the 
coins or goods in question were the 
property of the British Government. 
That is to say, the Government will 
not receive goods stolen from itself, 
but is willing to allow the Bolsheviki 
to pay their debts with goods stolen 
from other people. The morality of this 
may be a little shaky, but its utility 
to the British Government is obvious. 

‘However, Government interference 
with trade would play but a small 
part in any case. There remains the 
question of attachment of Bolshevist 
geods by their former private owners 
when they are sent to England. A 
mere expression of Mr. Luoyp GrorcGp’s 
disapproval can hardly prevent the 
owners from bringing suit or the 
courts from giving judgment. To 
make good this guarantee, Parliament 
will have to be asked to pass a law 
explaining that in certain cases stolen 
property is not stolen property. 
Whether the British Government is 
prepared to go so far as this it would 
be hard to say; though the fact that 
the Bolsheviki made the somewhat 
Pickwickian declaration that they rec- 
ognized *‘ in principle ’’ liability to pay 
for such ‘property suggests that this 
recognition in principle may perhaps

Ap- 
parently the Bolshevist leaders are not 
unwilling to make such a promise, put 
they would reserve it for ‘‘ subse- 
quent negotiations ’’—that is, for the 
general treaty, foreshadowed in the 
trade agreement, by which Mr. Liorp 
GEORGE will give full recognition to 
the Bolshevist Government.

THE UNKNOWN SOLDIER’S TOMB. 

General PERSHING, who cpmmends 
the proposal to bring home the body 
of an unknown American soldier who 
fell in battle in France and give it 
ceremonial burial, says that ‘* there 
has been no national expression 
‘* since the war ended to give the 
‘* people an opportunity to show their 
‘* appreciation ’’ of the sacrifices made 
by our soldiers in the war. Lest the 
memory of those sacrifices grow dim 
and the noble rapture of the patriot- 
ism that inspired them be too soon for- 
gotten, the example of our allies, the 
French and British, should receive the 
early ‘attention of Congress, and the 
bill providing for the burial of the un- 
known American soldier in the rotunda 
of the Capitol or at Arlington should 
be passed by this Congress, so that the 
befitting ceremonies may take place in 
the Spring. There are two suggestions 
about the time, Memorial Day or April 
6, the anniversary of the declaration 
of war. 

The rotunda of the Capitol has been 
proposed as the spot where the un- 
known should be honored, and. with 
him all American soldiers who fought 
in France, because the place with its 
historical paintings and its traditions 
has been a shrine of the American 
people. All who visit Washington 
turn their steps toward, the Capitol 
from an irresistible impulse of interest 
and patriotism. If the unknown gol- 
dier were laid there under an inscrip- | 
tion that told the story of his sacrifice, 
the appeal would have a more ‘sol- 
emnizing and reverential effect than 
if the sepulture were in the cemetery: 
at Arlington across the Potomac. 

All America finds its way to the Cap- 
‘tol, many Americans never go to Ar- 
lington, which, being a military cem- 
etery by dedication, can hardly be the 
‘Westminster Abbey of America’s 
heroic dead,’’ to use an expression of 
Secretary Baker. Although there is 
a.Confederate section at Arlington, to 
which were transferred, during the 
McKinley Administration, the bodies of 
unknown Confederate dead who had 
been buried in Washington, and al- 
though Arlington is the resting place 
of ex-Confederates who served in the 
army and navy during the war, it was 
intended to be a cemetery for those 
who fought in the army and navy of 
the Union in the Civil War. In laying 
the unknown soldier where the Amer- 
{can people. will repair to pay their 
respects and experience the noblest 
sentiment of humanity, love of coun- 
try, the revival of memories that af- 
fect national unity and concord, should 
be guarded against.. As between Me- 
morial. Day and the anniversary in 
April of the declaration of war against 
the common enemy, the latter time 
would be entirely free from exception.

It is so, at any rate, if those pay- 
ing it knew even hn gee the ex- 
istence of a situation such as the recent 
disclosures have revealed, and the cir- 
cumstances were of ‘a kind to render 
more than probable that persons much 
less sophisticated than insurance ad- 
justers and automobile owners would 
have had at least a large inkling—if 
inklings can be large—of what was 
going on. ; 

That the one group were more in- 
terested in avoiding the payment of the 
full value of stolen cars, and the other 
group in getting their stolen cars back, 
than they were in bringing the. thieves 
to justice—that is easily understandable, 
and therefore should not be condemned 
too harshly. Nevertheless, both clearly 
were guiltyof ‘‘incivism,” and, besides 
that, the ‘‘ system’’ which. their ac- 
quiescence made possible worked against 
themselves in the long -run, since. it 
turned car-stealing into a regular trade 
—into one which, ‘while it lasted, was

In the case of policemen it has not 
been forbidden absolutely, though the 
dangers of the practice never have been 
ignored by the. makers ;of the laws and 
regulations governing the members of 
the. police force: It has been felt, how- 
ever, that certain displays of courage 
and devotion, and certain manifestations 
of superior, skill, deserved rewards be- 
yond the regular remuneration. Even 
this mitigation of a. general rule is 
probably injudicious, and it might be 


best to, forbid and penalize, in all cir- 
cumstances, both the paying and the 
taking of money for meritorious police 
service. ; 

Immaterial “rewards, in the shape of 
medals, ribbons and promotions, are be- 
yond, criticism, when well earned, and 
they are enough to insure the earning. 
But, beyond any question, never is the 
giving. of money, to policemen innocent 
when the taking of it is guilty.

; month by automobiles 
the Streets. ana other mechanical- 
ly moved vehicles is a fact that must 
be judged‘ relationally rather than ab- 
solutely. In other words, it must be 
remembered that fifty-five is a minute 
fraction of the millions: who use the 
streets. of New» York—too. minute to 
justify beyond question a belief that 
metropolitan pedestrians are more care- 
less or metropolitan chauffeurs more 
reckless. or unskillful than those of other 
and smaller towns. 

Comparison, too, of the January that 
just has ended with the January of last 
year results in statistics that are mis- 
leading because there was a remarkable 
difference in the weather of the two. 
This January‘all the é@ars were out and 
running at Summer speed, while last 
January thousands of them were out of 
commission because of the dreadful 
street conditions. 

After all allowance has been made, 
however, there is far too much killing 
by automobiles in this city—quite 
enough too much to prove that our 


methods of regulating and controllin 
this sort of traffic are either wrong rd 
themselves or inadequately observed and 
enforced. That the legal speed limits 
constantly are ignored on every street 
and avenue is a matter of commonest 
observation. This indicates, probably, 
hat the legal limit is so low that if it 
were heeded the consequences wouid ba 
intolerable delays and inconveniences. 
And the existence of a fixed limit has at 
least one bad effect, for it gives to 
some drivers of cars the feeling that

Foreign Banks in New York. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
. Mr. Gourd’s letter in your Saturday edition 
on foreign banks in France is the cause of 
this letter. ; 

American banks are permitted to transact 
@ general banking business without limit 
throughout the world. Foreign banks cannot 
do the same in New York. The feeling is 
growing abroad, and especially in France, 
that such New York State prohibition is un- 
fair, and that if continued New York State 
limitations should apply to American banks. 

The United States, and especially New 
York State, wants all the banking facilities 
and credit it can get, and we have had 
drafted and had introduced in’ the State 
Legislature a bill authorizing foreign banks 
with not less than $2,000,000 capital and 
$2,000,000 surplus to do a general banking 
business in New York City, and I ask the 
support of every large bank and trust com- 
pany for this bill. 

While on this. subject, may ,I also mention 
that American life insurance companies do 
business. all over thé world, while many of 
our State‘laws prevent foreign life,insurance 
companies from do!ng busir.ess here? 

If it is asked, as it will be by the unthink- 
ing, why should a:realty owners’ organiza- 
tion be interested in changing these condi- 
tions, my answer is that realty is benefited 
more by indirect constructive activities than 
by protectivo activities. 

Anything that is good for trade and com- 
‘merce is good for realty, and vice versa.

| HONOR COLBY’S RETURN. 


Latin-American Diplomats For- 
mally Welcome Him Home. , 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.<The Latin- 
American Diplomatic Corps formally 
welcomed home today Secretary of 
State Bainbridge Colby, who returned 
last week from a two months’ visit to 
Brazil, Uruguay and Argentina. 

In addresses at the Pan-American 
Union the Ambassadors from those 
countries told the.Secretary how much 
they thought his trip had done to -ce- 
ment the friendship of those republics 
for the United States. 

In replying, Secretary Colby related 
some of his experiences in South Amer- 
ica, and dwelt at length on mutual bene- 
fits to be expected from the cultivation 


of the Pan-American spirit. 

Beltran Mathieu, the Chilean Ambas- 
sador and dean of the Latin-American’ 
Diplomatic Corps, made the principal 
welcoming address'on behalf of all the 
Latin-American countries. . Referring to 
Mr. Colby’s addresses to the citizens of 
Buenos Aires, Montevideo and Rio de 
Janeiro, Ambassador Mathieu said: 
‘**In speaking to them you have spo-, 
ken to all America, which has echoed 
your words, tending to fortify American 
solidarity for peace, necessary today 
more than ever before—the peace that 
will execute the work of reconstruction 
and save the world -rom a return to 
barbarism. : 

‘* But you have not only spoken, Mr. 
Secretary, you have also listened. You}. 
have heard with the meditative atten- 
tion of a student.,and with the sincerity 
of a high-minded statesman, thereby 
worthily representing your illustrious 
President as well as the political tra- 
ditions of this great nation,’’ 

Latin America, he added, did not mis- 
understand the United States. 

‘If the United States,’’ he said, ‘in 
this abnormal and somewhat confused 
situation may appear to some an enigma, 
for us of the American Continent this 
great country is an, open book from 
whose pages we draw inspiration and 
increasing confidence.’’, 


WANTS TARIFF RETALIATION. 


Argentine-Deputy Proposes Higher 
Duties if America Ralses Levy. 


BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 2.—As a meas- 
ure of retaliation for the Fordney .tariff 
bill now before the United States Sen- 
ate, Deputy’ Saccone announced to-day 
his intention’ to introduce a bill in the 
Argentine Parliament providing for a 
levy of -duties of 40 per cent. on all 
goods imported from: countries increas- 
ing their import duties in such manner 
as to affect Argentine exports. 

Deputy Saccone severely criticised the 
policy of the Republican Party in the 
United States, which, he said, was be- 
hind the Fordney bill., He declared the 


real purpose of the bill was to make the 
United States the creditor of the South 
American: republics, raise a tariff wall 
against their imports and.then forcibly 
decrease South America gold holdings 
by requiring the debtor en to pay 
their trade balances in gold. ; 

Deputy Saccone asserted the time had 
come for Argentina to assert itself and 
let it be known she was not dependent 
on the United States for imported mer- 
chand§se. ‘With our, great supplies of 
raw materials,’’ he said, ‘‘ we can go to 
any market in the world on a firm foot- 
ing.’’ :

DATES ARE SHIFTED 


Open Championship. Three 
Weeks Earlier Than in 1920, 
While Amateur Is Later. , 


Slight changes from the schedule of 
1920/in two cases have been made in the 
playing dates for this year’s three na- 
tional golf championships, according to 
official dates announced by the United 


‘States Golf Association last night. The

Open championship, July 18 to 21, at the 


Columbia Country Club, Chevy Chase, 


Md.; amateur championship, Sept. 17 to

The shifts from the 1926 program con- 
sist in naming a date some three weeks 
earlier for the open, which began Aug.

ROPER 1S DEFEATED 
IN NEW YORK DEBUT 


Ex-Army Officer Lacks Aggres- 
siveness and Roberts 
Earns Decision. 











Captain Bill Roper of Chicago and the

It. was 
more—it was one of the finest perform- 
ances the work has had for a-long time 
at the Metropolitan, and one of the most 
artistic pr dictions made by the present 
management. 

The excellence of the performance lay ! 
not only in the excellence with. which | 
the leading parts were filled, but quite | 
as much in the spirit that animated it, 
the atmosphere that surrounded it, the 
dramatic accent and propulsion with 
which it was‘carried through. For this 
Mr. Bodanzky’s vigilant and animating 
hand in directing it was chiefly respon- 
sible. i

Mr. Whitehill’s 
Tehamund was finely conceived, robust- 
ly melodramatic and with the note ex- 
torting sympathy that underlies the na- 
ture of the character; and his singing 
in voice and expression was on a par 
with the dramatic quality. So, too, 
Mme. ‘Matzenauer’s impersonation of 
Artrud had the boding suggestion of 
wickedness, of malignancy and the da@k- 
ling splendor of voice that carries it out. 
Mr.. Blass was of excellent quality as 
the King; and there was no reasen why 
ull whom it concerned should not have 
heard Mr. Leonhardt’s summons, as the 
herald,‘ to come and fight for Elsa of 
Erabant. 

Few i En gee that have been giv- 
en’ in English have so _ successfully 
achieved the purpose of the use of Eng- 
lish—the understanding of the text. ° 
new: translation has been made; the ver- 
sion used was that of H..and F. Corden, 
with revisions and improvements by 
Sigmund Spaeth. and Miss Cecil -Cow- 
drey, who fulfilled a simflar office in 
the preparation of the text-of ‘‘ Tristan 
and Isolde.’’ The lines given to Elsa, 
however, were delivered in the transla- 
tion made by Maefarren, which Miss 
Baston had learned in other days, and 
she did not venture to risk imposing a 
new versioh on her memory. 

As the text actually used is not pub-

There is a compietely new setting for 
the opera, and all the scenes are beau-.

The playing. of the orchestra was on & 
high order of excellence. The chorus 
did not wholly succeed in keeping to the 
pitch in the first act, but was other- 
wise excellent in its performance. There 
was evidence of skillful stage manage- 
ment, attributable to Mr. Theinman.

pose of sounding the 9 membership. If, 
as is expected, e referendum favors 
the Equity shop, the decision as to. the 
time and manner ef its enforcement will 
still be in. the hands of the council. Ac- 
cording to thé agreement with the Pro- 
ducing M. ers’ Association, however, 
the Equity 8 Shop may not be invoked 


against members of that body until July: 


1, 1924.

There was not a second for the: fight- | 
ing craft’s course to be diverted. 

Her plates on the port quarter were | 
dented and wrenched by the impact of | 
, the pilot boat’s bow. The L-1 lurched. 
‘Water seeped in through the loosened 
plates and then poured in with a rush. 
' Rapid orders were shouted ‘by Lieu- 
oo Luker. The pumps were started, 
but could not check the rising water jn 
the engine;room. Finally the rush of 
water put the pumps and engines out of 
commission. The other submarines ma- 
noeuvred about and stood by to give aid. 

Captain John H. Kelly, skipper of the 
pilot boat, had a hawser attached to the 
L-1.and started for the breakwater with 
the damaged vessel. The submarine be- 
gan sinking by the stern as the harbor 
' was reached. 

The L-1 rested stern down on a 
muddy bottom in shallow water as 
power boats took off the officers and 
crew. : 

The four submarines, practicing man- 
oeuvres, came up the coast yesterday 
and. midnight found them approaching 
the Delaware Capes. 

The pilot boat abe pia stationed 
at Overfalls pes dass saw the lights of 
the four submar nes bearing in from the 
open sea, and as is customary put out 
to see if a pilot was needed. 

Captain Kelly was on the _ bridge 
lie the lights. It was extremely 
dark. he Captain of the Philadelphia 
estimated the distance of the ship that 
bore the lights by their size and their 
nearness to the floor of the ocean.

“There should be'no domination by the 


agreement. 

Freedom of contract and freedom to 
enforce a contract, openly arrived at 
without malicious interference according 
to the laws of our organized society, is 
the basic premise of our ecoyomic struc-

SEES RELIEF IN DAYLIGHT 


Commissioner Declares It a 
Most Important Factor in 
Warding Off Epidemics. 


OPPONENTS PRESENT VIEWS 


' 


Farmers’ Representatives Insist 
That Present Statute Discrim- 
inates Against Them. _ 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 2.—In urging the re- 
tention of the Daylight Saving Law in 
this State, Dr. Royal 8. Copeland, 
Health Commissioner of New York City, 
warned the Legislature today that over- 
crowded New York City faced a disease 
menace unparalleled in its history and 
of such proportions that, if not avert- 
ed, heavy inroads of death must fol- 
low. 

Dr. Copeland, who learned at first 
hand of conditions in Eutope by a re- 
cent tour abroad, asserted that the 
Daylight Saving Law was the ‘ most 
humane and health-giving law on the 
statute books today.’’ 

‘“‘In this measure,” he told members 
of the joint agricultural committees of 
the Legislature, ‘‘ you have the very 
best method of raising the resistance 

_.of the human body and keeping out of 
the country, State and city the diseases 
that are taking untold numbers of lives 


in Europe today, and which are slowly 
but surely taking grip in’ this country.” 


Declares Lives in Danger. 


“There never was a time in the his- 
tory of the United States when the lives 
of our people were so greatly in danger 
as now. We have all the makings of 
disease. There are hundreds of cases 

‘of typhus abroad, and’ so bad is the dis- 
ease that one-half of the doctors in 
Russia have died from it. In the Bal- 
kan States there are not seventy-five 
doctors left, and of those there is only 
one to every 150,000 of population. In 
Poland the diséase is so bad that a train 
reaching a destination a short distance 
-from where it started carried a dozen 
or more dead. 

“There is typhus in New York City 
today. Only the-other day we found 
two cases in Brooklyn. In the very 
nature of things we are 
the disease in America. 
ravaging, too. We already have three 
cases in Waco, Texas. 

“The ‘bubonic plague, rampant in 
Mediterranean ports and the most deadly 
of diseases, is threatening. It is car- 
ried by the flea of the rats, and that 
is why I am trying to get rats out of 
New York City. mallpox is gaining, 
and tuberculosis. is everywhere 
Europe and making greater imroads in 


New York: State. 
“They are the diseases of filth and 
. overcrowding, and in» New York City 

we have 100,000 more families than we 

have homes. The degree of overcrowd- 
ing in New York City {s amazing be- 
yond belief. It is a crime and a dis- 
grace that ought not to be permitted.” 

Dr. Copeland cited scores of instances 
in New York where families of ten and 
‘twelve, all tubercular, were obliged to 
live in two and three rooms. 


Pleads for Babies. 


“There were 133,000 babies born in 
New York City last yeair—and they 
were not born on Riverside Drive,’’ he 
added. ‘‘ They were born in the tene- 
ments, over 100,000 of them under con- 


ditions I have mentioned, and you are 
going to be responsitle for the. death 
of many of m if you take this Day- 
light Savings law off the statute boo 
and refusé mothers the extra hour of 
sunlight to keep them out In the air. 

“Just as sure as you sit here,’’ Dr. 
Copeland warned the slators, “‘ un- 
less you stop commerce, immi tion 
and travel, you are going to. have 
typhus, bubonic plague and the other 
dreaded diseases in this country. 

“Conditions have changed in thé last 
six months, and I want to w: you 
that you can’t afford to look your con- 
stituents in the face after you: have 
learned of the health conditions of the 
world and the menace to the United 
States and say you have voted for the 
repeal of this law, which hae in it to 
such a large degree such health pro- 
tection. You're goi to increase the 
death rate in New York City to amazi: 
propos tame if you vote to repeal it an 
he responsibility will be yours.’’ 

Other speakers before the committee 
said that repeal of the Daylight Savings 
law narrowed down to a question be- 
tween health and admitted inconven- 
fence suffered by farmers under its pro- 
visions. . 


‘Says Majority Want Law Retained. 


_ Frank\A. Boland of the Merchants’ Ass; 
sociation of New York City, declared. 
that a majority of the people of the 
State wanted retention of the daylight 
for the following reasons: < 

1. It is a distinct benefit and decided 


advantage to the workers of the State, 
oy te ee f to city workers.

KIDNAPPERS START. 
10 PRISON FOR LIFE 


Court Quickly Pronounces Sen- 
- tence on Two Men Who Held 
Mrs. Witherell for Ransom. 
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GIVES MAXIMUM SENTENC 


Grim Crowd in Los Angeles Court 
Hears Husband and Detective 
Tell of Rescue.

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 2.—In one of the 

most tensely dramatic courtroom scenes 
ever enacted in Los Angeles Arthur and 
Floyd Carr, who held Mrs. Gladys With- 
erel captive in a shack for five days for 
$20,000 ransom, were sentenced today to 
prison for terms of from ten years to 
life. In effect, the punishment is a life 
sentence, according to the authorities. 
_ After scathingly denouncing the two 
prisoners and branding their act as 
more despicable than many crimes for 
which the punishment was death, Supe- 
rior Judge Sidney N. Reeve imposed the 
only legal sentence possible under the 
California indeterniinate sentence law. 

But the court in no uncertain terms 
let the convicted men know that, so long 
as he remained a Judge, he would not 
approve any recommendation from ‘the 
Prison Board for their release. 

.The two prisoners were taken to San 
Quentin Prison tonight. , 

The court proceedings staged before 
a record throng of men and women were 
featured by two especially dramatic in- 
cidents. 

The first came after O. S. Witherell, 
a broker of Hollywood and husband of 
the kidnapped woman, took the stand, 
and when he told how, throughout last 
right, Mrs. Witherell fived over in de- 
lirium the experience of her captivity. 

It was an orderly but grimfaced crowi 
that filled the courtroom and remained 
silent throughout the brief hearing. Only 
once during the proceedings was there 
a that was when Detective 
Edward C. King dramatically fell on 
his knees with outspread arms, and in 
@ husky voice described in words and 
motions how Mrs. Witherell had greeted 
her rescuers in the lonely house in the 
foothills. 

The husband was questioned by Arthur 
Carr, who asked if she had not stated 
that he had given her medicines and had 
dressed her wounds. 

Witherell said his wife had told him 

that. Arthur Carr apparently had knowl- 
edge of osteopathy, that he had mas- 
saged a welt on her shoulder and had 
bandaged a cut back of her knee. The 
prisoner also drew from the husband 
staternents that the kidnappers had as- 
sured Mrs. Witherell she would not be 
harmed and that she would be restored 
to jer family. 
/ “There are a number of crimes which 
in this State are punishable by death, 
but none are mose despicable than the 
one to which you have pleased guilty,” 
the court said. ‘ 

Judge Reeve pointed out that the most 
severe punishment possible for the two 
men was imprisonment for life. He said 
that it was customary for the Prison 
Board in considering applications for 
release prisoners to confer with the 
Judge who imposed sentence.

Treasury Official Tells Senate Com- 
mittee of Credits Granted Under 
* Liberty Loan Acts. .

.SWASHINGTON, Feb. 2:—Since the fall 
of the Kerensky Government of Russia 
and .the assumption of control by the 
Bolsheviki, the United States has pér- 
mitted Boria Bakhmeteff, the recognized 
Russian Ambassador, to withdraw from 
the National, City Bank of New. York 
nearly fitty-nine million dollars. At the 
time the Kerensky régime succumbed to 
the. Bolsheviki there was on deposit in‘ 
the National City Bank»to the ‘credit-of 
the Kerensky Government “$56,000,000, 
which ‘amount was subsequently in- 
creased $3,000,000, making the total de- 
posit $59,000,000. 

The above statemefit was made to the 
Sehate‘Committee on Judiciary today by 
Nicholas Kelley, Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury. The occasion was a hear- 
ing on the resolution offered by Senator 
Reed of-Missouri ‘which, if acted upon 
favorably by the Senate, will rescind 
the authority conferred upon the Gov- 
ernment ‘by the Liberty. Loan acts to 
grant credits to foreign Governments. 

The committee was informed that up 
to the fall of the Kerensky. Gofernment, 
Nov. 7, 1917, the total amount advanced 
to Russia was $187,000,000, and that at 
the, time of the fall there still remained 
to the credit of the Kerensky ,Govern- 
ment in the National City Bank of New 
York about $56,000,000, to which was 
subsequently added $3,000,000. ; 

Some of tuis money, Mr. Kelley .did 
not’ know the exact amount,- was sup- 
plied by the, Russian Government. A 
balance of a few hundred thousand dol- 
lars remain in bank, the~ rest having 
been checked out by Mr. Bakhmeteff. 

When Mr. Rakhmeteff ‘needed money, 
it was explained, he drew a check on 
the National City Bank, whereupon the 
bank called up the Treasury Department 
and asked if it was all right. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Kelley, the department inter- 
posed no objection to the payments. 

‘Then we have been advancink money 
to a.'Government which does not exist 
and which has not existed for over three 
years?’’ Senator Reed asked. 

Mr, Kelley replied that the Treasury 
Department acted on the advice of the 
State Department to the effect that Mr. 
Bakhmeteff was the official represen- 
tative in America of the recognized Rus- 
sian Government. Senator Reed satd he 
could not acquiesce in this view. 

Mr.* Kelley also testified that the 
United States had paid the expenses of 
the Liberian’ delegation to the Peace 
Conference and that since the armistice

COLBY’S COURSE UNDECIDED

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2. — While no 
definite decision has been reached by 
the Administration respecting its course 
in regard to the Japanese-American ne- 
gotiations over immigration and alien 
land ownership in California, the best 
evidence available from a canvass of 
the situation is that the problem will 
be bequeathed to the’ Harding Adminis- 
tration for final settlement. 

President Wilson and Secrétary Colby 
are giving the guestion their closest at- 
tention. Although they have not de- 
cided to allow the negotiations to rest 
where they are, it is possible that a for- 
‘mal agreement may not be reached in 
time for submission ‘to the Senate be- 
fore March 4. It is now quite certain 
that if it is submitted action will not. 
be taken by the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee until after Mr. Harding 
and_his Secretary of State can be con- 
sulte& : 

Secretary Colby returned from his 
South American tour to find that the 
conversations of an informal character 
which had been irfprogress for more 
than five months between Ambassadors 
Morris and Shidehara had been com- 
pleted, and also that Ambassador Mor- 
ris had submitted to the State Depart- 
ment an exhaustive report covering 
every aspect of the immigration and 
alien land law problems as affecting 
the relations of Japan and the United 
States for a period of twenty-eight 
years. The Morris report made recom- 
mendations for a settlement of the ques- 
tion on definitely stated bases. 

Officials of the State Department re- 
fuse to authorize any staternent regard- 
ing the character of the recommenda- 
tions made by Mr. Morris, but it is not 
doubted in informed quarters that the 
recommendations favor a new “ gentle- 
men’s' agreement’’ covering immigra- 
tion, and an amendment of the existing 
commercial treaty between-this country 
and Japan. This amendment would cov- 
er the allen land law situation in Cali- 
fornia and other States. - 

Unless President Wilson and Secretary 
Colby are prepared to upset cémpletely 
the results achieved by Ambassador 
Morris, or the Japanese Government 
does likewise, there is no physical rea- 
son why the result of the negotiations 
cannot be submitted to the Senate for 
consideration and approval before 
March 4. The President may, however, 
conclude to pass the whole issue along 
to President-elect Harding. 

The recommendations made by Am- 
‘-bassador Morris are not binding on the 
United States any more than the recom- 
mendations cabled to Tokio by Baron 
Shidehara, and which are understood to 
be ‘idéntical with those made by Mf. 
Morris, are binding on the Japanese 
Government. It was distinctly under- 
stood between the two Governments 
when the Ambassadorial conversations 
‘* informal.’’ 

The Administration is now giving its 
best study to thé Morris report, in 
order to determine whether it is pre- 
pared’to proceed to negotiate with Japan 
further at this time on the basis of 
the plan. Secretary Colby has already 
conferred with Senator Phelan, will see 
him again and: is prepared to confer 
with other Californians and influential 
citizens of Western States who wish to 
be heard.. Aside from reiterating their 
determination to give thorough and de- 
liberate thought to every phase of the 
question State Department officials have 
thrown a veil of secrecy over the whole 
subject.

the “Middlesex County Jail since’ the 
crime was discovered by a neighbor a 
few hours after the woman's death...” : 


Detectives who obtained the alleged 

nhfession from Fitzsimmons after 
wenty-four hours’ grilling said that 
the. man insisted he was dazed and 
‘ dopey ’’ at the time as the after effect 
of tablets given to him the day before 
when he felt ill-at the Raritan Arsenal, 
where he was employed. He said, at- 
cording to the detectives, that he awak- 
ened later than- usual and his wife i 
braided him. Without tting out of 
ted, he seized her and slit her throat, 
he is alleged to have admitted. 

The police said that Fitzsimmons drew 
a chalk diagram on the floor of County 
Prosecutor Stricker’s office showing the 
positions of his wife and himself, and 
then drew sketches to show how héd’had 
bent the heads of chickens and cut 
their throats. He used the same 
method and the same knife, the police 
said he admitted, to kill his wife. 
Bloodstains were found on the man: 
clothes when he was arrested. At the 
time he said that they resulted from 
killing chiekens = ‘i fowls Were 
found in the cellar of his home. Fita- 
simmons went to work after the murder. 

Mrs. Fitzsimmons was the mother of 
two babies, one a year old and one 2 
years old. The fact that they had not 
been fed first directed suspicion toward 
the father, the police believing that the 
mother must have been slain early, and 
hence before Fitzsimmons left the 
house, as they were satisfied that other- 
wise she would have fed the children. 

The authorities said that Fitzsimmons 
displayed no emotion when his wife was 
buried on Tuesday afternoon, and ex- 
pressed no deSire to attend the funeral.

ATHENS, Feb. 1 (Associated Press). — 
Direct negotiations for the settlement 
of Near Eastern problems between. the 
Greeks and the Turkish Nationalists. are 
impossible, according to a statement 
made by King Constantine.today. Hé 
intimated that he was not averse to con- 
versations between Greek representatives 
and delegates choseh by ‘the Sultan’s 
Government, if such procedure was dic- 
tated by the interests of Greece.’ 

“While f! Paris .Foreign Minister 
Sforza of Italy suggested direct nego- 
tiations between Greece and Turkey for 
thé settlement of their differences,” said 
the King, ‘‘ but such proéedure would 
be out of the question at the present 
time. I do not recognize Mustapha 
Kemal as a person worthy to be dealt 
with, 
fuss over an outlaw? Mustapha Kemal 
is only a big bluff—a big. bubble—and we 
could blow him off the map as we would 
‘blow a fly off a table. If it‘seems wise, 


after the London conference, for Greece 
to enter into negotiations with the re- 
sponsible Turkish Government in Con- 
stantinople, we will not hesitate to take 
that step, but any discussion must take 
cognizance of our right to hold Smyrna 
and Thrace. This is not an imperialistic 
pplicy. It is our national policy. We 
must protect our people outside the 
home land.’’ 

King Constantine said ns did not care 
to comment on the resujts of the méet- 
ing of the Supreme Allied Council in 
Paris, becguse his words might preju- 
dice the case of Greece before the Lon- 
don conference. .He dclared he felt sure 
that the decision taken in London would 
not hinge upon his occupancy of: the 
Greek throne. ¢ : 

M. Geunaris, Minister of War, will £0 
to London. as one of the Greek dele- 
gates,'as he is a leader of thé dominant 
political party, and King Constantine 
asserted that he did not see how’ the 
Allies, could refuse to accept. the .Min 
jeter if he. was the choice of ‘ Gov 
ernment and people. Constantine said 
he was the only person who could sign 
the credentials of the Greek delegates, 
but added that he would not. consider 
acceptance of. his signature by the Allies 
as tantamount-to recognition .of him. 
He said that if the Allies wanted. to 
recognize him openly it wag their place 
to_sénd their Ministers to him. 

Commenting on conferences between 
M. Venizelos and Premier Lloyd Georgé 
in Paris, the King said he hoped M. 
Venizelos would work in the interests of 
Greece, and try to achieve the final 
consolidation and success of the plans 
already begun by him. Asked if re- 
conciliation between himself and the 
former Premier was possible, Con- 
stantine replied: , 

: have nothing to make up with M. 
Venizelos. The country has shown what 
it thought of him and me. It is his 
place to come to me if he desires to 
make peace,” . 

Constantine said he had no information 
that the United States would soon rec- 
ognize him, but added that he was nat- 
urally hopeful that such action would 
be taken. He said he was .glad to see 
that President-elect Harding had ex- 
pressed friendly sentiments toward

‘We have smashed the Turkish Na- 
tionalists everywhere we have met 
them,’’ he asserted. ‘‘ They have a 
force of only 3,000 regulars and irregu- 
lars, while we have a large army, and 
the spirits and morale of the soldiers 
were never so high. On the other hand. 
the Nationalists are sick of war and 
they are ready to seek any refuge to 
save themselves.” 

The King declared that there was no 
‘truth in assertions that demobilization 
was a leading plank in the platform of 
those who led his party to victory in 
the recent elections. He said no such 
promise had ever been held out to the 
soldiers, and that they had no desire to 
he . demobilized. He. assured the cor- 
respondent. that the Greek Army had 
sufficient munitions and food supplies 
to keep it going several months. Con- 
stantine’s trip to Smyrna and Thrace 
has been postponed until after the Lon- 
don conference, 

The King compared the attitude of the 
allied Ministers. here to that of people 
attending opéra, 

‘They seem satisfied to look at me 
only through magnifying glasses,’ he 
declared. ‘‘E don’t care a straw about 
them. They have shown utter lack of 
courtesy and propriety. even at funeral 
ceremonies we have attended. They are | 
wearing blinkers like horses and do not 
want to see either me or passing events 
in this country. 

The King said that Prince George of 
Greece and Princess Elizabeth of ‘Ru- 
mania Would be married at Bucharest 
on Feb. 27,: and that Princess Helen of 
Greece and Prince Carol of Rumania 
wonie be ‘married in this city ten days 
ater.

STANDARD OIL CUTS. 
BONUS AND PRICES 


Gasoline Reduced 1 Cent.a Gal- 
lon—Workers Lose Half of 20% 
Cost-of-Living Premium. 


WAGE SCALE IS UNCHANGED

A reduction or one cent a gallon in the 
price of gasoline was announced yester- 
day by Northrop Clarey, assistant to 
A. C. Bedford, President of the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey. Simuk 
taneously announcement was made con- 
cerning the djscontinuance of 10 per 
cent., or one-half, of the cost-of-living 
bonus put into effect some time ago by 
the company. 

The reduction in the price of gasoline 
will be made this month, when the 
product will be sold from tank wagons 
at 27% cents a gallon’ The first part 
of last month a cut of one cent a gallon 
was made from the prevailing price of 
2914 cents a gallon. In addition, a de- 
crease was made yesterday in the price 
of kerosene. This cut, effective imme- 
diately, will make the cost of kerosene 
1744-cents a gallon. 

Referring to the bonus cut,’ affecting 
the 12,000 employes at the Bayonne, Bay 
Way and Eagle plants, a plan which 
will ultimately be extended to affect the 
8,000 other employes in various States, 
C. T. Hicks, an official of the company, 
issued this statement: 

‘“‘In accordance with their agreement, 
employes of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey at all of their several 
refineries have voluntarily accepted the 
removal of one-half of the cost-of-living 
bonus which has been paid them in addi- 
tion to numerous wage increases. This 
agreement provided that when the cost 
of living, as shown by United States 
Government figures, dropped to the level 
of December, 1919, 10 per cent. of the 
bonus would done away with, and 
that when the cost of living should reach 
the level of December, 1918, the other 10 
per cent. would be surrendered. 

‘The Government: figures referred to 
show that the first decrease in living 
costs, that is to say the level of Decem- 
ber, 1919, had been accomplished on Dec. 
15, 1920, but the bonus was continued 
in force by the company for two months 
longer and will not be ended until 
Feb. 15. 

‘This is not a reduction in wages, 
which have been increased ten times 

i since the beginning of 1915, in‘ addition 
to two cost-of-living bonuses. Exclusive 
of the bonus, wages at the ‘refineries 
stand today at a level of from 175 per 
cent. to 250 per cent. above that in force 
on Jan. 1, 1915. Meetings of employes 
held at the several refineries on Tues- 
day voted in each case that one-half 
the. bonus should be now removed, in 
| keeping with the terms of the agree- 
‘ment, and letters of appreciation were 
| sent to the company, thanking the board 
j for its provision in allowing the bonus 
to continue effective up to Feb. 15.”’

The new 
price is $3 a barrel, a cut of 50 cents. 


YOUNGSTOWN. Ohio, Feb. 2. — The 
price of gasoline fell below 30 cents a 
gallon here today for the first time since 
the year before the war. The Standard 
Oil Company announced reductions of 
1 cent to 29 cents for gasoline and 19 
cents for kerosene. 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb. “2.—The Stand- 
ard Oil Company here announced the 
second cut’ this week in gasoline, the 
retail ptice being placed at 2614,-1 cent 
less than yesterday. 


MANNINGTON, W. Va., Feb. 2.—The 
recent cut in the price of Pennsylvania 
crude oil to $5 a barrel is beginning to 
be felt in Northern West Virginia. Many 
new projects which were to have been 
set going with the opening of Spring 
have been abandoned, while fieldwork 
already under biigt will be confined to 
hig which must be completed in order 
to hold léases or which would result in 
heave loss should operation be sus- 
pended. 

yas was stated here today that the 
South Penn Oil Company had ordered 
the suspension of ee strings of 
tools and the crews laid off. 

Employes of the Eureka Pipe Line 
Company, who -have been receiving a 
bonus in addition to their regular wages, 
have been notified of the abandonment 
of the plan, and each man has been 
placed on a straight wage scale.

This is the first general reduction. of 
operations in this field since 1914 and 
is one of the very few since the field 
was opened thirty-one years ago. 


CANADIAN EXPRESS RATESUP 


Companies Granted Rise of 20 to 35 
Per Cent. 


OTTAWA, Ont., Feb. 2.—Increases in 
rates ranging from 20 to 35 per cent. 
were granted to the Canadian express 
companies today by the Board of Rail- 
way Commissioners, which had under 
consideration the application of the com- 
panies for a flat increase of 40 per cent. 
in all rates. 

The award grants an increase of 35 
per cent. on first-class rates and 
charges, 25 per cent. on second class and 
20 per cent. on commodities, including 
principally cream, fish and fruit. The 
rate on all spirituous liquors in the 
future is increased by the award to 
first class. 

Cartage differentials at non-cartage 
points as established by the last award 
are eliminated, and rei ghee charges are 
to be the same to all points, whether 
city, town or country. It was found 
that the concession granted by the last 
judgment worked to a much greater ex- 
tent in the interests of the mail order 
houses and shippers in cities and towns 
than in those in living and rural dis- 
tricts, who were expected .to profit 
thereby. 





PIGIRON PRODUCTION 


SHOWS RECORD DROP * 


January Output Lower Than 
Any Month Since 1915, Save 
in 1919 Strike Period. 


LOWER PRICES FORECAST. 


Decrease 300,000 Tons, Compared to. 
December—Some Foundry Grades 
Sold for $28. 


« 


A decline of 800,000 tons in pig iron 
production in January compared with 
December is reported in the weekly 
summary of The Iron Age. The Janu- 
ary total was 2,405,845 tons. December 
production reached 2,703,855 tons. The 
average daily production for January 
was 77,478 tons, against 87,222 tons in 
December. This falling off foreshadows 
a decline in steel production. As re- 
gards priges this publication says that 
the sagging tendency indicates that or- 
ders of large size probably would be 
taken at still lower quotations than are 
now ruling in order that the piling up of 
the product may be avoided. 

‘Not since May, 1915, apart from 
May, June and October (strike months), 
1919, has so little pig iron been made in 
any month as in Jafiuary,’’ says The 
Iron Age. ‘‘The Steel Corporation 
added 35,000 tons to its December out- 
put, and the independent companies 
made about 170,000 tons less than in 
December and the merchant furnace out- 
put declined about 165,000 tons. 

“There was a net loss of nine Inde- 
pendent steel company and ten mer- 


chant furnaces last month, and the Steel 
Corporation’s gain was- -1. Active. fur- 
naces numbered 183 on Feb. 1, against 
201 cn Jan. 1. Today only thirty-eight 
merchant furnaces are in blast. 

“With the continued sagging in pig 
iron prices there are clear indications 
that for orders of good size still lower 
quotations.would be made to avoid fur- 
ther piling of product. In Eastern 
Pennsylvania sales of foundry grades 
have been made at $28, furnace, or $2 
below the recent lowest quotation, and 
pene fr selling: at $30, furnace, or about 
$1 below last week’s quotation. South- 
ern iron has been sold as low as $27.50, 
Birmingham, but most of the transac- 


tions still seem to be at about $30. pet 


Malleable and foundry grades have de- 
clined at Chicago, Pitts urgh and other 
centres by $1 to $2 per ton.’

Menocal Announces New Law

WARNS ON REORGANIZATION 


Minimum Sugar Price Sought— 


General Crowder Denies 


Plan to Leave.

HAVANA, Feb. 2.—President Menocal 
included in an official statement upon 
the liquidation laws, which he issued to- 
day, an assertion of the intention of the 
Cuban Congress to pass legislation plac- 
ing absolute restrictions upon the opera- 
tion of private banks in ‘the republic. He 
declared that they would then become 


subject ‘‘ to well considered and prudent 
public inspection.’’ 

The statement reads: 
| ‘* It has been announced by the press 
and through other channels that efforts 
are being made to carry out certain 
projects for the reorganization of. vari- 
ous banks with the consent of their 
creditors. This cannot be objected to in 
any Way, always provided that the credi- 
tors and especially the depositors act 
with full knowledge of the provisions of 
the laws recently enacted by the Con- 
gress of the republic concerning the re- 
organization and liquidation of the 
banks. It is of great importance that 
the creditors of these institutions study 
the projects for reorganization that are 
presented with reference to the new 
laws, concerning which they have had 
vut a short time to inform themselves, 
bearing in mind that the object sought 
is to protect their interests and those of 
the public in general. 

‘‘ Attention. should be called to the 
fact that under said laws the liquidation 
boards may propose and the Superior 
Uiquidation Commission approve the 
projects for the reorganization of the 
banks comprehended within eir scope 
and that this line of condu® may be 
followed with the assurance t what- 
ever plan of ‘reorganization bé carried 
out it will be founded on sane nking 
principles.

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CUBA TO REGULATE [COTTON LIST GAINS 


AFTER EARLY DROP 


Better Foreign News Aids Mar- 
ket—-Season’s Exports Pass 
3,000,000-Bale Mark.

The cotton market, after an eariy dip 
of 10 to more than 20 points, apparently 
“‘ found its level’? and then came back 
in the afternoon. The early market was 
characterized by scattered selling and 
the same absence of demand which had 
been notable on other recent days and 
which had been so pertinent in forcing 
prices down. But this situation chang- 
ed later fn the day, and in the after- 
noon the technical position appeared 
to be asserting itself by forcing a 
slight rally. 

Foreign news was generally gcod, or, 
at least, it was not nearly so unfavor- 
able as it has been. Liverpool reported 
a better tone, and the Manchester mar- 
ket appeared to be picking up slightly, 
Foreign exchange was higher and, all 
in all, what foreign news appeared 
was of the sort to stand out by. con- 
trast with what we have been having. 
First selling seemed to come mainly 
from Wall Street houses, with the South 
taking a hand on tower spot figures. 
But the selling was neither large in 
volume nor aggressive in character and 
did not last after midday. After the 
turn of the session, buying in very 
small lots turned up, and the market 
started to improve. It was not a nota- 
ble improvement but it was a welcomed 
change from what had been going on 
for the last several days. 

Export clearances for the day were 
totalled at 20,568 bales, fairly well dis- 
tributed as to destination. The total for 
the season was lifted above the 3,000,000 
bale mark for the first time. A year 
ago the 3,000,000 bale mark for ex- 
ports was passed on Jan. 7, which 
shows that the export movement this 
year is just about a month behind 
where it was last year.

FRENCH ORDER HITS 
COAL FROM AMERICA 


Maximum Price of $9 a Ton 
Acts as an Embargo on 
Fuel Shipments. 


BIG SURPLUS IN SIGHT 


French Dealers, In Natlonal Conven- 
tion, Will Demand Complete 
Freedom of Actlon. 


PARIS, Feb. 2.—The French Govern- 
ment has fixed a new maximum price 
of. $8 a.ton for all American coal, free 
on board, at French Atlantic ports. 
This is: the lowest level American coal 
has reached since it began declining last 
October, when the figure was $32 
per ton. 

Representatives of the coal dealers of 
France, who are meeting in Paris in a 
national convention, declared today that 
the Government’s action was in effect 
an embargo on American coal, because 
no American company could afford to 
sell at the new price which, after. the 
payment of freight, would net not more 
than $4 a ton. 

The French dealers, it was stated, ap- 
proved the fixing of the new price as a 
temporary measure. The chief purpose 
of the present meeting of the dealers, 
however, is to protest. against the. ar- 
bitrary action of the Government in fix- 
ing the purchase and sale prices for all 
the coal in France. The dealers appear 
unanimdus in demanding complete free- 
dom of faction in the coal business, and 
it is considcred certain that the confer- 
ence will formally request the removal 
of all governmenta! restrictions. 

The new price for American coal was 
made necessary, according to Govern- 
ment officials, through the fear that 
France would be glutted with American 
coal and thereby be forced to suspend, 
partly or wholly, its mining industry. 
There now is more than a six months’ 
supply of coal in France, with poor 
prospect of an industrial revival for 
absorption of the surplus stocks. The 
Government, it was said, does not wish 
to issue a formal embargo on American 
coal in the fear of offending American 
coal interests, which came to, the rescue 
of France when she needed coal most. 

Th convention today discussed the re- 
lation of the American coal market to 
the French market, and it was the feel- 
ing that the present price must only be 
maintained temporarily, or otherwise it 
might result in the withdrawal of all 
American coal firms’ from the French 
market. Coal dealers explained that 
¥‘vance would need American coal for 
many years to come, and that it was 
only because of the present unusual 
situation that such a low price had been 
made. Inasmuch ag there is very little 
coal being sold in France by American 
companies at this time, the dealers 
pointed out, the new price would not 
work serious hardships on any firms.

ARGENTINA RATTLES 
THE WHEAT MARKET 


Then the Chicago Board Rules 
Quotations From There Off 
the Lists, as “‘Controlled.”’

‘CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—Argentine grain 
prices will not be posted on the Chicago 
Board of Trade commencing tomorrow, 
and President J. P. Griffin, concurrently 
with the Board of Directors, has asked 
all members of the Exchanges, the grain 
trade generally and the press to discon- 
tinue any mention of quotations from 
that country on the ground that the 
prices aré made in a controlled market. 

‘‘From the best evidence at hand a 
few powerful European grain importing 
firms, most of whom, directly or indirect- 
ly, are the buying agenctes of their Gov- 
ernments, entirely dominate the grain 
market in that country,’’ he said in a 
statement fssued late in the afternoon. 
‘‘It is not an unfair assumption that the 
large European Governments, all buy- 
ers, are using these purported quota- 
tions of our most important competitor 
for the purpose of driving down the 
value of the American products.” 

The effect of this statement, it was 
generally expected, would be to call 
attention to the fact that there has been 


a great deal of misinformation regard- 
+ 9 as Argentine situation being circu- 
ated. 


For some time the seaboard reports 
that Argentine wheat has been offered 
cheaper than American have been re- 
garded as without foundation, as evi- 
dence has been presented that they were 
exclusive of the proposed super-tax. 
An error was made by the trade, today, 
in construing the Argentine cable giving 
the normal export tax for February. 
Many thought it was the super-tax and 
Ls, bape freely, only to sell out later and 
made a sharp reaction. : 

Sentiment was much more favorable to 
the buying side early, a heavily over- 
sold condition existing, and opening 
prices were 1@2%4 higher. At the top 
there was an advance of 4@5 cents, but 
the finish was on a reaction,. with net 
gains of 1144@2%4 cents, with May leading, 
the difference at the last being 101% 
cents, against 1214 cents Monday. 

The trade were mixed, at the last, as 
to the future course of the market. 
Very few knew about the board’s state- 
ment regarding Argentine quotations, 
but those who saw it regarded it as 
bullish. At the same time they saw 
there has been no change in funda- 
mental conditions, and, until there is, 
no advance of consequence is expected. 
The upturn today was not unexpected, 
as the market was heavily oversold.

Ss cent higher. Country offerings are 
extremely light, and the Burlington 
Railroad reported grain loadings west 
of the Missouri River yesterday at 135 
cars.

DOUBT ABOUT MIDDLE EAST 


Withdrawal of Troops Would De- 
stroy Mesopotamian Enterprises, 
Bagdad Correspondent Insists. 


Special Cable to THs NEw YorK TIMES. 
LONDON, Feb. 2.—Secretary Daniels’s 
approval of the bill authorizing the 
President to declare an embargo on oil 
has been received in business circles here 
aS one more move in the great oil game 


which has been playing now for two 
years with no conclusion in sight. / Gov- 
ernment circles will not discuss it and 
say merely that the future of oil depends 
on British policy jin Mesopotamia and 
no one yet knows ‘Wnat that will be. 

But the newspapers are more out- 
spoken. ‘ Bluff,’’ was the word used 
by an oil magnate, interviewed by The 
Evening Standard, and Sir Charles 
Greenway, Chairman of the Anglo-Per- 
sian Oil Hh arson is quoted by The 

ivening News as saying: 

“It is inconceiv able that serious Amer- 
ican public opinion could countenance 
a measure so drastic as the cutting off 
of one of the most profitable markets for 
United States oil products. British busi- 
ness is worth many millions a year to 
America and it is certain oil men them- 
selves would be strongly opposed to any 
such measure. One effect of the em- 
bargo would be to force Great Britain 
to concentrate on making herself inde- 
pendent of American oil. 

Sir Charles also expressed the opinion 
that the potentialities of the Mesopo- 
tamian oil fields had been much exag- 


tains sweeping from the Caspian to the 
Persian Gulf, most of which are within 
the Persian border. 

In this connection much interest has 
been taken in the vigorous. protest 
against the policy of British withdrawal 
from Mesopotamia which The London 
Times ‘‘ special correspondent in the 
Middle Bast’’ cabled from Bagdad on 
Jan. 29. It is taken here as suggesting 
that a controversy over oil from man- 
dated territory might well be postponed 
until it is certain there will be any oil 
at all. The-correspondent drew a pic- 
ture of the result of the decisions to 
recall British troops from Persia and 
declared that ‘‘a panic of the grossest 
kind exists in British circles interested 
in Persia and old established businesses 
are tearing. themselves up by the roots. 
The whole fabric of British influence, 
moral and economic, built up by the 
devoted labors of Britons for over a 
century, threatens to collapse before the 
menace of a few scallywags sitting in 
Resht and pretending to be Bolsheviki, 
because they have discovered that if 
you make a noise like a Bolshevik you 
can frighten not only Asiatics but even 
Europeans.” «<. . 

Moreover, the Arab régime in Meso- 
potamia as outlined in the Colby note, 
The London Times correspondent con- 
siders a mere dream. That presumed 2 
practically independent Arab Grier: 
ment with British supervision reduced 
to minimum to which could be intrust- 
ed complete discretion as to the future 
of its natural resources, including oil. 
But, says the correspondent, no Arab 
administration coulda possibly protect 
traders for the next twelve months. The 
Constituent Assembly will not meet till 
April. Eight thousand Arabs, the levies 
necessary to defend Mosul Vilayet, can- 
not be ready till the end of the year, 
and ‘‘any day when the snow melts, 
the Nationalist Turks, who have an ir- 
regular force at Mardin, and the Kurds 
just beyond the border, may attack 
Mesopotamia. The Turks are conduct- 
ing a powerful propaganda here to es- 
tablish Burhan-ed-Din, fourth son of 
Abdul Hamid, as Amir _ here. 

Moreover, the correspondent says, if 
the -British. ‘‘ evacuate ‘to Basra, ‘all 
British business will follow the example 
set in Persia and leave the country. 
Large capital will be destroyed. The 
oil wells near Mendeli will be aban- 
doned and the Bazaar paralyzed.”’ 

The London Times comments editori- 
ally that doubtless its correspondent re- 
flects. to some extent the views of the 
British community, but not necessarily 
of the heads of the British administra- 

on.
